Sport In Oudh. 

The beginning of the merry month of May of laet year Baw 
Capt. J. and myaelf start for the border district of Kbeeri, In 
Ondh. It was beginning to get warm, and such a proceeding as 
shooting In May would be thought the height of folly by most of 
the luxurious generation now growing up about ns. Not so to 
the lovers of tiger shooting; with them the hotter the weather 
the better the sport 

On arrival at Kheerl we Joined the magistrate of the district, 
Mr. O. and bis assistant Major M., and during the afternoon of 
the same day drove on aa far as the river Sardah. Crossing at the 
ferry, we dined alfrttco on the opposite bank, and, getting Into 
our doolls, again set out to overtake our camp. Traveling all 
night we woke up next morning to the sound of the crowing of 
the Jungle cocks and black partridges all around us, and, feeling 
we had for a time bidden adieu to civilisation, rejoiced In the 
freedom of perhaps one of the finest Jungles In the world. By 
eight o'clock we had reached our camp, and the snow-white tents 
and lordly elephants picketed around did Indeed awaken the best 
of feelings In our hearts. 

After breakfast we made our first start, and the call of the 
cuckoo sounded as a good omen In our ears. For once, however, 
my faith In omens, good or bad, was shaken, for during the latter 
part of the day we found a fine tigress, who gave us the slip, 
though not before she got fired at. The necessity of being always 
on the qui vivt was well shown as regards the tigress. We were 
all more or less fagged, and therefore a little slack, when up she 
Jumped out of a little patch of grass In a rather deep nullah. 
There can be no doubt that bad we had the slightest Inkling of 
her being there, we could have secured her; but being late In the 
day, and having been fired at, caused her to make a double, which 
completely threw us out. We therefore gave her up, and started 
for our tents, shooting Indiscriminately at anything that got up, 
such as hogdeer, peafowl, pig, etc. 

Having bathed and made all comfortable, we sat down to our 
first dinner In the kingdom of Nepal; and the cuisine, under the 
able superintendence of Major M., with the racy conversation of 
Capt. J., soon made us forget all our fatigue and bad luck. How 
that worthy Sapper descanted on the merits of all kinds of shoot¬ 
ing. from snipes to tigers; how he shook over his own anecdotes, 
and warmed under the Imblbltioo of sundry glasses of Stelnweln, 
Is deeply Impressed on my memory; and never can any of us 
forget his genial company, although it has been his fate to return 
to old England, and ours to serve Her Majesty still In this portion 
of her dominions. But the drowsy god warned us we bad hard 
work to do on the morrow, and off we went to bed, with the 
nightjars clamoring around us and the peacocks giving an answer¬ 
ing call to the royal robber on bis nightly prowls. 

The next morning we awoke refreshed, and ready again to 
commence our labors, and, after watching the elephants bathing 
and disporting themselves In the river, sat down to breakfast. By 
ten o'clock we were all mounted, and our line of elephants 
looked, as It was, very Imposing. All hearts were light, and the 
natives with us fully entered Into the spirit of the thing. Again 
we were rejoiced by the sound of the cuckoo, and reminded of 
home and that land which so many of us are doomed perhaps 
only to return to when worn out and fit to be laid on the shelf. 
Bearing on, however, up a very likely bit of ground, we found a 
tigress and two well-grown cubs. Major M. disposed of one 
of the cube, but the tigress and the other cub escaped us for 
the time, but only to fall victims on a subsequent occasion, when 
we looked them up. Our luck after that was In the ascendant, 
for we killed nearly every day we went out, and eventually ended 
with thirteen tigers, one leopard, and one bear. 

The history of the death of one tiger Is often very like that of 
the death of others; so I will not go into how we found and killed 
all comprising our bag, but only two or three of the best of them. 
Perhaps the most extraordinary piece of good luck was one even¬ 
ing when we were returning to our camp, after bagging a leopard. 
When within sight of our camp we saw a fine tiger sitting drink¬ 
ing on the banks of a shallow stream. Of course, we were all 
unloaded at the rime, but, loaded or unloaded, the distance for 
firing was too great, and as we saw the tiger he saw us, and 
quickly bolted up the bank. Mr. G. at once gave, chase, and 
presently we beard stern chasers booming out Major M., 
Capt J and self, however, took a short cut across to the forest, 
to which he was sure to retreat If pressed by Mr. G. We were 
right in our calculations, for soon we saw our friend on our right 
Sank, looming as big as a bullock. But we bad the legs of him, 
and, to our Intense delight, soon saw him pull up utterly pumped. 
He looked round and saw us, but bis wind for the time being was 
gone, and we were pretty sure of getting him. The elephants, 
however, were also pumped, and seeing their enemy standing be¬ 
fore them, declined to go on. Then It was that we opened fire, 
for the tiger began to go on again. A lucky stern shot from 
Capt. J. or Major M. soon showed we had our work cut out for 
us. It was a beautiful sight to see bis temper rise to the occa¬ 
sion—how he charged Imaginary enemies, and eventually ran in¬ 
to a little bit of grass.

This tiger was fairly run 
down, and for tbe greater part of the time was mostly to the 
open—a sight rarely seen by sportsmen when out after such game.

There were eighteen entries, and, ou the whole, we have never 
seen a better lot. Had there been more game aDd better covert 
we should undoubtedly have seen still be ter performances; but, 
even as matters stood, there was hardly a " poor ” puppy amongst 
the lot, and the vast majority of them worked exceedingly well. 
The weather on that day was very rough; Indeed, a downpour of 
rain was fully expected more thau once by all present, but for- 
tuoately it held off, and the day passed off without a bitch of 
any sort. The first brace were Mr. A. P. He) wood-Lonsdale’s 
Zulu and Mr. Thos. Statler’s Pax. Almost when In his first 
stride, and when racing down wind, Pax put up a bird and 
dropped, and near the hedge Zulu flushed a brace deliberately, 
but be only dropped when signaled: bad work on his part. Zulu 
then pointed a hare, when Pax declined to back hlin, and went 
away on his own hook, presumably afler the very same hare. 
Zulu throughout had the best of this last spin, and showed good 
breaking and steadiness; but uelther of the two bad shown much 
style, and there was not much merit in either. Mr. Shield’s Fop 
and Mr. R. J. Lloyd Price’s Magsmao came next, aDd they were 
slipped In a very bare wheat where a few bares were about; but 
no birds were to be seen, and they failed to mike out one or two 
hares which they might have pointed. In the next field Fop got 
a grand point, which Msgsman look deliberately. Then, to wing 
to another brace of birds, Fop dropped readily, whereas Msgs¬ 
man pottered about as though nothing had occurred. Fop had 
U, therefore, all hla own way. In style as well as In work. The 
Duke of Westminster’s Doxey and Mr. Bhleld’a Fluke ran next. 
As soon as slipped. Doxey got a capital point, when Fluke ran 
lu and put up (lie bird. Then Doxey found again—a brace that 
time—In admirable style; and, Fluke agalu declining to back, 
they were taken up. Doxey had shown grand form, and we prog¬ 
nosticated that this excellent bitch had a very hot chance of win¬ 
ning, as she would take a lot of beating. Whilst In her last 
point, she actually was severely tried by a brace, but she was as 
firm as could he, and altogether she caused quite a sensation. 
Mr. Thomas Stutter’s bitch Peach then ran against Mr. T. 
Bishop’s Brave Lad. Peach false-pointed to begin with, and was 
grandly backed. 8he Is a very fast bitch, and both are stylish work¬ 
ers. The Lad, however, false-pointed near the the hedge, but lu the 
next field be got a rare polnton a brace ata very long distance. Af¬ 
terward be dropped well to four hares, the bitch not noticing him. 
Mr. Lonsdale’s Lorna Dooneand Mr. Ellas Bishop’s Crack were the 
next brace. Crack flushed a bird up the bill, dropped, and then 
went on. Finally, when going well extended, he winded a brace, 
wheeled round; but. Instead of steadying himself, be knocked 
them up, dropping to wing only. We had expected better work 
from him, The next brace to come up were Mr. Jas. Bishop’s 
Bonnie Lass and Mr. Lloyd Price’s Wackford. In fine thick 
heather, Wackford took a good point on a brace, which the 
bitch had also winded from the start. Both were very careful 
and steady workers throughout their spin, the bitch eventually 
pulling up Just In time to another brace which she had been 
winding throughout. Wackford then false-pointed; but after¬ 
ward, when down the hollow, be winded a brace, which he 
pointed out very well, and the bitch did not back him accordingly 
—and not much blame to her under the clrcumstauces. The 
next brace were Mr. Barclay Field’s Bloom and the Duke of 
Westminster's Druid. Both dropped to wing to a brace almoet 
as soon as set going; then a flush occurred again—this time on 
the bitch’s part—both dropping Instantaneously; then she 
pointed a brace well, and was grandly backed. Finally she 
dropped to a brace, and the dog went two or three yards after 
fur, stopping, however, when told. Then she pointed, and four 
birds got up, the bitch dropping remarkably well to wing, but to 
gun the dog was not quite steady, A moment later the bitch 


false-pointed, and, after a fruitless search for btrda In a tremen¬ 
dously large field, we stopped work for luucbeou. Afler three- 
quarters of an hour’s moat acceptable rest, we resumed our 
labors with Mr. James Platt’s Wit and Mr. Thomas Statter’a 
Monarch. Wit first pointed a hare well, and then a moment 
later be got on a single bird In capital style, Monarch taking hla 
point In the latter case. Wit seemed to ua to be e wonderfully 
good-nosed and cautious dog. He pointed again five minutes later, 
but, although be failed to make out bis polnt,a hare was kicked up 
directly afterward lu trout of him, whilst be was ou the last point. 
Monarch was not noticing him a bit, bat went right away on hla 
own errand. When brought back, Monarch pointed where Wit 
was just steadying himself, and a brace got up; then Wit flushed 
down wind, and they were taken up. Viscount Downe’s Mars 
IV’ and Mr. Barclay Field’s Blanche, the last brace on the card, 
were then called up. Bla' che found a brace very prettily, and 
was well backed; she then, however, false-pointed, and, as Mars 
could not see her, he went on, and got on a false point too—a 
fault which the bitch also repeated In rome seeds. There was 
just then, somehow, s greet scarcity of birds ss we tramped 
through three fields, drawing them all blanks. Id the worst, 
however (a grass field), Blanche bad another false point, and was 
only fairly backed. This false-pointing business she repeated 
twice again, when Mars hacked her both times admirably. Then 
Mars also Indulged lu a little false pointing, and they were picked 
up. This concluded the card, and the judges, consulting their 
notes, came to their decision respecting the doga they wanted to 
see once more at work, and their first order to the steward was 
for Fop and Doxey to be brought up for a spin. Doxey found a 
hare In good style, dropping to form admirably, Fop backing him 
like a veteran. But the bitch again found—a brace of birds this 
time—lu superb form again, and she beat Fop (a good dog, 
though), as he was unsteady behind. Brave Lad and Crack then 
were slipped. Crack pointed a bird well, but wheD walked up to 
went on without orders—doing no harm, though. Then we had 
a good performance on Crack’s part. He winded his birds fully 
one hundred and fifty yards off In rare form, drawing to them In 
s bee-line, with Bishop In attendance, In quite an exhilarating 
fashlOD. Bonnie Lass and Bloom had a short and merry spin, as 
Bonnie Lass flushed a brace badly, not even dropping to wing; 
whereas Bloom found a brace well. 8he is a very taking and 
clever bitch. Drntd and Mars IV ran next. Druid made out a 
brace, and dropped readily; but Mars was not perfect when the 
said brace scampered around him, and Druid afterward pointed 
a brace of birds, but neither of the two dogs showed very great 
form so far. Bloom and Doxey then ran for first and second 
prizes. Doxey pointed where a brace had just been to our 
knowledge, and sbe was backed by Bloom at fully one hundred 
yards; then Doxey got In between two hares, and she and Bloom 
dropped marvellously well; and In some heather Doxey again got 
a very good point, whereas Bloom put up a cock pheasant, and 
dropped—however, well to wing. Doxey got again a rare good 
point, and throughout showed herself a wonderfully good puppy 
—In fact, one of the best we have seen for a long time. Brave 
Lad and Crack then came to try conclusions. Crack has pace, 
and Is stylish, carrying his head well up and In form. They 
found a brace between them, and were going to try another field, 
when the two brothers Bishop agreed to divide, and the awards 
accordingly were given as follows, viz.: 

First prize, the Duke of Westminster's Doxey; second prize, 
Mr. Barclay Field's Bloom; and third and fourth divided between 
Mr. J. Bishop's Brave Lad and Mr. Ellas Bishop's Crack. 

THURSDAY, APRIL 22. 

We started for our headquarters, the Swan, at half past nine 
or thereabout, and a couple of miles drive brought us to the meet 
at Ratcher Hill. The morning wa* fine, and the day turned out 
a splendid but very hot day, therefore uot a very good one for 
scent. We began, at ten minutes past, the Setter Puppy Stakes 
for 1879 puppies, when fifteen runners out of sixteen entries 
turned up.

As a class, we may st once state that they were very Inferior to 
the pointer pnpptes; they were, In short, a not very brilliant lot 
by any means, and nothing particularly dazzling figured In the 
stakes, barring the winners and one or two most promising but 
unnoticed (and deservedly so) others, who were not yet quite 
broken youngsters, but who are likely to fill Into performers out 
of the common ere long. Before describing the running, It Is our 
duty to stale that before the business In hand was entered npnn, 
we were all called to the Judge’s waggonette, where we found Mr. 
Lonsdale (the president of the society) ready to address the crowd, 
and he animadverted very strongly on the letter from “ A 
Breaker,” which appeared Id last FirUl, saving that the committee 
would do their utmost In order to find out the writer thereof, and 
that In fotnre. If they succeeded In discovering who he was, that 
party shnnld he excluded from any trials held by the society. 

The Rev. W. Serjeanteon then came forward and said that be 
thought be had a perfect right to remonstrate against such a let¬ 
ter, as be was not aware that he had ever done anything unworthy 
of an English gentleman. He offered to withdraw himself then 
and there as a judge If the competitors desired him to do so; but 
they all declared that they were annoyed at the letter, and that 
they wonld abide by his decision. We then began the running 
of the stakes with the first brace, which were Mr. John Arm¬ 
strong's Tim O’Shsnter, and Mr. James Bishop’s Belle of the 
Ball. The Belle dropped to a point on a hare In such a form as to 
draw expressions of admiration from the crowd; the dog did not 
back here, bat, cemtog up as though to take her point, pat up 
the hare and dropped too far; In short, he took no notice of ihe 
bitch. In the next field they both had a spin of fifty or sixty 
yards, after a hare to all appearances. In her running the bitch 
la exceedingly merry and stylish; the dog coven his grouod, but 
•eema to labor In his gallop, and carries his bead too lo* ; he, 
however, quarters wonderfully well, and obeys hand signals or 
whistle marvellously well. Soon after, In a fallow, be passed a 
brace, which the Mich ought also to have acknowledged, bat she 
only dropped to order. Mr. Purcell Llewellyn’s Dashing Beauty 
and Viscoant Downs’s Pansy were then called. Pansy, false- 
pointed, was grandly backed, and a moment later Beauty took a 


grand point on a brace, when Pansy was disinclined to back, and 
had to be ordered down; Beauty then again took a point on a 
brace, then had a false point, when Pansy again lsckcd steadi¬ 
ness; finally, Beauty agalu pinned a brace dowD near the bridge, 
and Pansy then was a model of steadiness, bat she was well 
beaten, and Armstrong himself, In order to save time, offered to 
take btm.up, which was done. Beauty had done wonderfully 
well, and had run a good bitch. Mr. Thomas Armstrong's Rock 
and Mr. P. Llewellyn's Dashing Bondba next ran, and were 
slipped In the same field, a very large and capital one. Boudhu 
began with a false point, and was well backed by the black and 
tan, who then took a false point too, and was grandly backed In 
his turn. Then, near the bottom end, Bondhu got a capital 
point on a brace, Rock being ae steady as clockwork throughout; 
both were rare good dogs, aDd their falee pointing was on very 
hot scent evidently, as they came two or three times to a full 
stop od the same scent. To two hares In the next heat both 
behaved most steadily, looking at far with great equanimity, 
under severe temptation. In a seed field Rock f&lae-poluted, 
Bondhu doing hla part as well es any old dog. Bondhu then 
took a grand point on a brace, and to gun both dropped well. 
Messrs. Weymsu and Buchanan's Kathleen was to run against 
Mr. Lipscomb's Cissy, but she wse drawn, and Cissy accordingly 
had a bye, aod Mr. LlewelUo's Dashing Ruthven rau with Mr. 
Jamea Bishop’s Beau of the Ball. The latter ran a merry dog, 
whereas Ruthven seemed stale, and went very alow. 

After luncheon the next brace, viz., Mr. Llewellln’s Dashing 
Meg and Mr. Bower’s Bessie IV., ran. Meg was slow and Bess 
wild, and, after trying them through a couple of fields—neither 
of them showing any true working powers—they were taken up. 
The next brace were Mr. Dolllng'a Sandy and Mr. P. Llewellln’s 
Dashing Romp. A brace was put up, down wind, by Romp, who 
did not drop, and Sandy put up a brace, and stopped when spoken 
to. In the next field, s fallow, where we had marked two or 
three braces, Sandy pul up a bird badly, and went after It two or 
three yards, not dropping either; and this he repeated on another 
bird which Romp was pointing. Next came Messrs. Weyman 
and Buchanan’s Elite and Mr. James’ Dora. Dora Is a very 
smart goer, but, unfortunately, sbe put up a brace against the 
wood, and only dropped to call; to a hare, however, she dropped 
well. 8he is a very handsome and smart bitch, a credit to Mr. 
Jamee' kenoel. She was the smartest worker we had seen, hut 
she wants finishing touches to her education. Mr. Ll^lcombe’s 
Cissy then ran her bye with Belle of the Ball, who, to begin 
with, put up a brace of birds. Both are very good goers, full of 
aplrit aDd style. After going through a very large field without 
finding, Belle flushed a brace, uot with much to find fault with, 
Cissy dropping well, and this brought us through the card. 
Beauty and Rock were called next, but, Rock being absent, we 
went on with Dashing Boudhu aud Beau of the Ball. Beau 
failed to make out a bird which got up, and to which he dropped, 
but he ought to have pointed It. Then another brace was put 
up, but which dog did the deed we could not tell. Then Rock 
turning up, we had him slipped with Beauty. Beauty showed 
great pace, aud worked well. Against the lodge she pointed 
‘‘hotly,” but no birds were to be found; they had probably 
slipped through the fence. Then Cissy and Boudhu came up, 
and Cissy took advantage of the proximity of a wood to break 
fence and go up It for a stroll. However, to whistle sbe came 
back readily, but a moment afterward sbe put up a brace which 
Bondhu was pointing, and did Dot drop. Belle of the Ball and 
Dashing Beauty then ran fur the final. Belle took a superb 
point on three birds, aud was superbly backed; and Beauty 
barked her again at some hundred and fifty yards distance, when 
she false-pointed near the fence. Then Beauty found a bare, 
pointed Dwell; but Belle took up her point, put up the hare, 
and went a few yards after her, thus extinguishing her chance, 
and the judges gave their verdict ae follows: 

First prize, Mr. R. LI. Purcell LlewelUn’s Dashing Beauty; 
Becood prize, Mr. Jumea Bishop’s Belle of the Ball; third prize, 
Mr. R. LI. Purcell Llewellin’s Dashing Bondhu; fourth prize, Mr. 
Thomas Armstrong’s Rock. 

FRIDAY. 

We met rather late at Cllpetone village, and l>egaii this day’s 
work with what we may call the Champion Puppy Match—i.e., a 
prize of £20, to be run for by the winners of the pointer and set¬ 
ter puppy stakes. These winners were the Duke of Westminster’s 
Doxey and Mr. Purcell Llewellln’a Dashing Beauty, and they 
were slipped at 10:30 lu a very bare wheat field, when the setter 
took a decided point, which, however, turned out to be false, the 
pointer backing him In au Irreproachable manner; and this they 
reversed Immediately afterward. Both showed absolutely good 
breaking, but Beauty did uot seem to run llkd herself, and It 
turned out that she was lame. In the next field, a fallow, Doxev 
secured a graud point ou a brace of birds; Beauty then also took 
a point, but the birds worked round her and got up behind; then 
Doxey had a very clever find In the next field, and won. 

The Cloverley Stakes for braces came then on the tapit, and 
Mr. Jamea Blatl’e Roy and Kendall (pointers) were the first 
brace taken In hand. Kendall pottered up a brace to start with, 
aud Roy did not hack him readily. Roy theu bad a false point, 
and Kendall backed him Indifferently. Then Kendall took a 
point, and was well backed: but be did uot drop to win—I d fact, 
Kendall had to be dropped by voice—then pointed a hare. When 
another one was put up they dropped exceedingly well. They 
are a useful brace, but were hardly In field trial trim. The 
next brace, Mr. Barclay Field’s Riot and Garnet (pointer), were 
then called, and Riot whipped In to a point on a hare’s form In 
field-trial form, and was hacked like clockwork. Wbeu waved 
on again, they, after good work, found no birds through two 
fields, and were then taken up, as they had been going for a 
goodlsh while and a rest was desirable. Mr. Lloyd Price’s Bow 
Bells and Lucky Sixpence (pointers) were next on the card, ami 
were slipped In s fallow. They quartered thelrground wonderfully 
well, and quite Independently ol each other, lu refreshing style; 
and Bow Bells backed the Sixpence, on what, however, turned t a 
be a false point. In excellent form. This was repeated lu a piece 
of seeds, but at last Bow Bells pinned a bare down In style, Six¬ 
pence backing Immensely well. Viscount Downe's Diamond II 
and Sam IV (setters)—these had their spin, behaving well to 
begin with on three bares which were scampering about together; 
aod the brace worked fast and well, quartering their ground ex¬ 
cellently, but Diamond afterward did certainly appear Inclined to 
fur once or twice. Another large lot of hares turned up, and 
tempted him severely; however, he false-pointed out a hare’s 
road, and waa awfully backed, and Sam got beautifully on a cock 
pheasant. They go et a great pace, aod are workmen. Mr 
Henry Platt’s Darky and Taffy (setters) were the next brace; to 
a hare they both dropped capitally. In the next field a hare was 
beautifully pointed, and the backing waa anperb; and when at 
least thirty bares were pat afoot, they did not make a single ml* 
take, showing wonderful good breaking throughout, hut they 
were not well matched, Darky being so superior to Taffy In style 
and pace. Next came the Duke of Westminster's Minnie anil 
Rosa, pointer!; they worked right merrily from the Brat. Minnie, 
In a farrow, pointed a hare, which we saw running through the 
fenoe, aod she was backed grandly. 

Mr. BnckeU then brought forward Mr. Poreell Llewellln’a Novel 
and Countess Rose (setters),who,aa soon aa slipped,pointed,the lat¬ 
ter a hare, and Novel a brace of birds In axoellant fashlbn; and 
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the way In which Ur. Buckell rent them on repeatedly right end 
left wee (Imply unsurpassable, accurately turning them any way 
he liked; when running Countess Rose had a point near the 
fence, and Novel dropped as though shot.

The Origin of the Homes tic Dog. 

Professor Huxley, we learn from the Uve Slock Journal, de¬ 
livered, on Tuesday, the second of two lectures on Dogs, at the 
Royal Institution. There was a large attendance. Professor 
Huxley began by stating that In his last lecture be bad endeav¬ 
ored to fix the position of dogs In the scale of animated nature. 
He pointed out that within the carnivora there was a particular 
division embracing some thirty or fifty different forms which 
constituted the dog kind, and which bad a much closer com 
luunlty of structure, both physical and mental, with one another 
than they had with other members of the carnivora family. The 
points on which they presented a great and remarkable differ¬ 
ence from other animals built ou the same plan, were In tbe 
structure of the skull and in the organs contained In It—tbe 
teeth. It was on these points that he desired to ascertain tbe 
amount and extent of the difference which obtained between 
different forms of dog-llke animals. Over the brow of the wolf 
there was a great cavity, but If they looked at tbe skull nf the 
fox they found that the shape of the brow was very different, 
and there was no cavity at all. They could arrange all tbe 
skulls of the dog-llke animals Into two series—In which one had 
essentially the character of tbe wolf sk .11, and the other had 
essentially the character of the fox skull. He could not tell tbe 
significance of these differences, but the fact remained that tbe 
skulls of dog-like aolmals could be arranged into two series—tbe 
Alopecolds, at the head of which was the fox, and the other 
tbe Thoolds, at tbe bead of which was tbe wolf. 

This enabled them to place tbe position of the domestic dog 
still more definitely, and It would occupy a place In the series 
corresponding with that In which they bad placed the Jackals and 
wolves. With regard to the staghound, tbe shppberd's dog, and 
many of their cur dogs, no one would have the smallest hesita¬ 
tion fn placing them just between the wolf and the jackal. Some 
of the domestic doge presented some curious features. The New¬ 
foundland dog had a large development of skull which gave It a 
great appearance of sagacity. This appearance of sagacity In 
the contour of the skull, like that appearance In man, was not 
always genuine, but turned very largely on there being there a 
considerable empty Bpace. In some cases, as In tbe Blenheim 
Spaniel, this development was due to real bonajtde brain; and 
tbe Blenheim Spaniel was undoubtedly the product of domestica¬ 
tion, and great selected breeding. They now came to specula¬ 
tions on problems which could only be solved by a careful Inter¬ 
pretation of the facts within their knowledge. 

The first of these problems was the origin of the domestic dog, 
and he thought they could see their way to solving It If they be¬ 
gan upon a solid basis of fact. 8uch a basis of fact was supplied 
by what they knew of the origin of dogs In North America. The 
Indians of the northwestern parts of America, were all In posses¬ 
sion of balf-tame cur-like dogs, living In the same way as the 
dogs In Egypt—In a semi-independent condition. In the same 
country there existed a wild animal—the cauls latrans, or prairie 
wolf. It was impossible to point out any distinction between 
these prairie wolves and the domesticated dog of tbe Indians. It 
was somewhat difficult to understand bow these wild and fierce 
animals could be tamed; and yet when one knew their habits, It 
was easy enough. The smaller wolves and jackals, although pre¬ 
daceous and fierce, were endowed with singular curiosity; that 
curiosity directed them toward man and bis doings. There was 
not one of these animals which, If caught youDg—whether jackal 
or small wolf—could not be tamed and made as attached and de¬ 
voted to man as auy ordinary dog. It was not difficult to under¬ 
stand, therefore, how these animals became acquainted with man, 
how they became trained, and how from them sprang a race of 
domesticated animals which, curiously enough, were far more at¬ 
tached to their masters and the animals with which they were 
brought up than to members of their own family. 

If they could depend upon the fact that this one domestic dog 
originated In the taming of an Indigenous wild animal, then tbe 
general problem of the origin of domestic dogs would take this 
form—could they find In all parts of the world In which domestic 
dogB are known wild stock so similar to the existing race of 
dogs that there was nothing unnatural In supposing that they 
had the same origin as the Indian dogs! They might trace dog- 
llke animals further and further west, until In Northern Africa 
they had a whole series of kinds of dog-llke animals,, usually 
known as jackals. He believed that these wild stocks were the 
source from which, In each case, the savages who originally be¬ 
gan to tame dogs had derived the stock. This view was con¬ 
firmed by archtoologlcal researches. They bad preserved to them, 
on the monuments of ancient Egypt, a great variety of forms of 
dogs, and It was significant that the further back they went the 
fewer were the varieties, until at the time of tbe third and fourth 
dynasties—that Is, about 0,000 years ago—there were only two 
well-marked forms of dogs. One of them was a comparatively 
small, cur-like dog, similar to that which was to be seen lu the 
streets of Cairo at the present day, and the other was like a 
greyhound. Tbe cur was, no doubt, a tame species of the wild 
jackal, which was still to be found In the same country; and 
with respect to the greyhound, there was In Abyssinia a very 
long-beaded dog, which was very much of the same form as the 
greyhound, and which It could hardly be doubted was the source 
from which It sprang. Assuming that there was no doubt that 
the origin of dogs could be traced to these sources, the more 
modified forms of the domestic animal were simply the result of 
the selected breeding, which had given rise to the tame modifica¬ 
tion In the dogs as it had done In the case of pigeons. This was 
the solution of the origin of domestic dogs, to which all their In¬ 
formation and Inquiries pointed, and there remained the ques¬ 
tion of tbe origin of dogs in general. 

In Semoriam of a Stag-Hound.

One of the most beautiful and fertile valleys I have ever had 
the pleasure to visit. Is Lost River Valley, West Va. It derives 
Its name from Lost River, a stream that flows through It length¬ 
wise for the distance of twenty-live miles. This river has Its 
origin from several springs, on sn Immense ridge, near Brock's 
Gap, which divides the north fork of tbe Shenandoah from tbe 
waters of Lost River; so called from the fact that the river 
flows through thms mountains. Theflrstls Lost River mountain, 
and two miles further on it comes to the second, namely. Timber 
ridge, the third Is Sandy ridge, situated about one and a half 
miles from Timber ridge. Sandy ridge la a mountain of great 
width and height, which tbe river bat completely undermined; 
It has forced Its way through a subterraneous paaeage, three miles 
In length, and Is finally discharged In several large springe on 
the eastern base of the mountain; these springs form the brad 
of Capon River. 

Mr. Angus M. Wood, a friend of mine residing In Lost River 
Valley, about a mile from the base of tbe North mountain, Is 
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tbe owner of one of tbe beet pucka of fox-hounds I ever aew. 
He does not claim them to be “ blue blooded,” but doe* claim 
them to be equal if not superior to any in tbe chase. The 
former leader of tbe pack, and tbe subject of my sketch, was * 
fawn colored bitch named Eggs (called so for her partiality to 
Mat kind of diet) She was a noble animal, and when once on 
tbe scent never left It, until she came In at the death. Not 
only was she tbe terror of foxes, but an inveterate foe of wild¬ 
cats, which are very numerous in that sectlou of tbe country. 
It was no uncommon thing for Eggs to go alone upon tbe moun¬ 
tain and soon have one of tbe feline quadrupeds up a tree. (They 
are afraid of a dog and will Invariably run from them, unless 
severely wounded, when they will stuck and put to flight the 
best dog in the country.) Eggs had a separate and distinct 
Dark for a wlld-cat, which when once heard could never be for¬ 
gotten. I remember one afternoon we were sitting on the 
porch smoking, when afar in the disUnce we heard Eggs’ well 
known cry. My companion sprang to his feet, ran into the 
house and brought out our guns; handing mine to me he said, 

Come, Eggs has a wild-cat treed.” I needed no second bid- 
ii D8 Ki bUl ' f. 1 ? out with him, at a pretty rapid gait; after 
climbing a big ridge ” (which took about all the breath I bad 
to spare, and I think a little more), we arrived at the base of 
the mounUIn; there we saw Eggs sitting on her haunches, and 
hef ~f^ e8 ^ xe< * on 8on,e object in a large white oak tree, which 
stood near by; now and then she would make the woods ring 
with her cry. On looking up the tree we saw our game; it was 
crouq^ed close down in a crotch of tbe tree, which hid about 
half of its body. My friend (who by tbe by was shooting a muz¬ 
zle-loader, and had his gun loaded with No. 9 shot, which he had 
been using on birds that morning), raised bis gun and tired; the 
cat did not seem to be disconcerted in the least, although It was 
evident it bad been hit; so I thought I would try my baud. I 
had in a shell that was loaded with four drams No. 3 duck, and 
lwoza. No. 0 shot; at the report of my gun the animal sprang 
high in the air and was dead ere it reached the ground; the whole 
charge of shot had gone through its bead; it was a very large one, 
measuring thirty-six inches from the nose to the tip of its tall. 
We carried it home and skinned it, ray friend taking the scalp, 
i.e. t the ears, for which a bounty of one dollar is paid; the skin 
was my share. I bad It nicely tanned and now keep it as a tro 
phy of my first wlld-cat hunt. 

8hortly after the above occurrence, Eggs was poisoned; It wai 
supposed by thieves, as she was a very vigilant watch-dog, ani 
no one could approach the house without her giving warning. ] 
shall never forget the rooming we found her dead. I don’t thin! 
that if It had have been his child Mr. Wood’s grief would havi 
been greater. We burled her behind the house, the whole family 
attending the ceremony. Below is a poem composed on hei 
death; the epitaph was placed o’er her grave. 

Alas! poor E«c*, thy earth-llfe’H done. 

Nor love nor skill could save; 

All! cruel fate that c >ul<l not spare, 

This hound mi true and brave. 


Her a wan no craven heart. Indeed, 

Bui staunch, affectionate uudtrue;

Something for Mr. Mellier to Explain.

Editok Chicago Field: —At the Baltimore dog show, I pur¬ 
chased from Mr. A. A. Mellier, Jr., Nassau Keuuel Club, St. 
Louie, a Gordon 6etter puppy at long figures with pedigree. Mr. 
Mellier told me at the time, that thlB pup was out of bla Belle by 
imported Frill, and ou big returu home would send me full ped¬ 
igree; be did so and It was the Identical “full pedigree” sent 
you last Summer per request. I wrote Mr. Mellier some time 
after receiving It, that I could not quile understand this pedigree, 
asking lr he would explain It to which he made no reply. 

Latterly, I have learned through a gentleman of credit that be re¬ 
ceived a letter from Mr.Mellterin confidence giving a true pedigree 
of the brother of my dog which this gentleman owned, saying: 

M does not at all correspond with that which you (me) enclond lu me 
of your dag a» given you by Meltbr when you bought him ” This 
frieud further says: “ I presume Mellier gave you a wrong ped¬ 
igree, because Grouse and Belle were bred In, being mother and 
son.” And further, **Mellier gave me the pedigree as above, 
confidentially and I have had It verified from other sources.” 
If this mau Mellier had seen fit to make corrections In tbe “ com¬ 
plied" pedigree when I asked for daylight regarding It, the 
aspect of his method of conducting sales of dogs would not 
appear to me so “ pocked.” When he told me that the pup had 
been ” bunted aome,” It wae a matter of no consequence to me 
whether he had or not, as I expected to do my own breaking, 
but upon trial I wondered to myself if the party who "hunted 
him some,’’ didn’t remark bis wide ranging propensity when a 
gun was fired. In the pup, I found s good dog as I anticipated, 
but In the pedigree I could not foresee or fortify myself agalost 
a false one and got duped. 

In a letter Just received from Mr. Mellier In response to mine 
of last week, he states that he never received my former letter 
pertaining to the pedigree. This Is singular, as I never send a 
letter unless enclosed In an envelope with firm name priuted 
thereon, aod If It miscarried It’s the first in eight years, but uo 
matter whether received or not, I should have been apprised the 
moment the new pedigree was built without soliciting such 
knowledge. He wittingly sold me this pup with s fraudulent 
pedigree, and does not choose to make the Impoeitlon satisfactory 

Purchasers contemplating Investing In dogs can undergo simi¬ 
lar treatment by applying to the game mau. 

The dog waa good enough without any pedigree, whatever, and 
I am astonished at the folly and perfidy committed In bolstering 
him up with s false one.

Another Poisoning by Strychnine.

F. in to a Caicaoo FULL):—I have another murder to report, 
this time s double one. The victims were ray Field Trial bitch 
Date, and Irtsh-Engllsh dog Puck They were both at my office 
with me through the afternoon, Puck going directly home with 
my nephew st 4:80, and Dale with me at 5:15 p.m. About 5:80 
my nephew came In from tbs barn and aald Puck was sick and 
bad fallen down tbe barn stairs. I went out and found him In 


convulsions, with all the symptoms of strychnine poisoning. I 
administered hot lard Immediately, and sent for a physician, who 
arrived In about ten mluutes, and by a free use of chloroform 
and laudanum controlled tbe spasms. We administered chloro¬ 
form at Intervals till eleven o’clock, p.m., when he seemed quite 
free from pain, aud perfectly conscious. From that time till mid¬ 
night nothing was done for him. I then fixed a carpet for him 
and he got up and made his bed (dog fashion) and lay down. 
Here Is where I made a sad mistake In thinking him out of 
danger. At 5:30 this morning I went out and found him uncon¬ 
scious and dying, probably from the effects of tbe laudanum, of 
which we gave him at least an ounce. I am perfectly satisfied 
that be might have been saved had we given him stimulants, such 
as brandy and quinine, after the effects of the poison bad disap¬ 
peared. 

Daxe bad been at liberty but ten or fifteen minutes after I got 
home, and I did not dream of her being poisoned till she went 
Into spasms, quite two hours after being shut up. She.dled In tbe 
third spasm, In spite of all we could do to relieve her.' 

There can be no-doubt of the poison being strychnine, and I 
can only account for the great length of time between the polaon- 
Ing and tbe effect, by the supposition that it was given In a cap¬ 
sule. 

I give you these details hoping they may assist some brother 
sportsman to at least avoid my errors, and thereby save the 
life of some dumb brute. I believe chloroform, properly 
administered, together with a judicious use of stimulants, will 
save a portion of tbe dogs poisoned by strychnine. 

I feel tbe loss of these poor creatures more as faithful friends 
than In a pecuniary way, though they were both good field doge, 
and Dale was well bred, being by Rattler, out of Waddlngton’s 
Daisy, and due to whelp a litter about May 27, by Blue Dash. I 
attribute the work to spite and revenge growing out of my prose¬ 
cution of a couple of grave-yard desecrators. Ouly such creatures 
would be capable of such an act. God pity them It found out, 
for /shan't. _ G. D. P.

This year the venue was at Mausfield, where the draw took place 
on Tuesday, April 20, at 8 p. m., at the Swan Hotel, when very 
Influential support was, as usual, given to the affair. Mr. 8. 
Ebrall, of Shrewsbury, the secretary, and Mr W. Brallsford, were, 
as Is their wont, very energetic and business-like, and they car¬ 
ried on the trials In a masterly manner. HIs grace the Duke of 
Porltand had most kindly lent his CltpsUmu Park estate for the 
trials, and that estate Is a most sporttug one, eminently adapted 
for an event of the sort. In ordinary years, game must be swarm¬ 
ing about the land—indeed, we buve beard of wonderful bags 
being made there; and therefore, lit extraordinary years, a bet¬ 
ter ground could hardly be obtained anywhere. The Judges 
were 81r Vincent Corbet, Bart., a well-knowu judge, and the 
Rev. W. Serjeantson, whose appearauce was his first In this 
capacity; and the judging was not on the heats plan—the latter 
a moat absurd way of judging pointers and setters, as we have 
repeatedly pointed ouL The field management was everything 
that could be desired, and reflected great credit on the keepers, 
who kept us all going well without wasting time In fruitless 
tramps. Most of the Helds were large ones, but game was not so 
plentiful as might have been wished; and hares, although not so 
numerous as we bad been led to expect, were a little too abun¬ 
dant, and could be thinned with advantage.

There were eighteen entries, and, on the whole, we have never 
seen a better lot. Had there been more game and better covert 
we should undoubtedly have seen still be ter performances; but, 
even as matters stood, there was hardly a “ poor ” puppy amongst 
the lot, and the vast majority of them worked exceedingly well. 
The weather on that day was very rough; Indeed, a downpour of 
rain was fully expected more than ouce by all present, but for¬ 
tunately It held off, and the day passed off without a bitch of 
any sort. The first brace were Mr. A. P. Hey wood-Lonsdale’s 
Zulu and Mr. Thus. Statler’s Pax. Almost when In hlA first 
stride, and when racing down wind, Pax put up a bird and 
dropped, and near tbe hedge Zulu flushed a brace deliberately, 
but be only dropped wben signaled: bad work ou bis part. Zulu 
then pointed a hare, when Pax declined to back him, and went 
away on his own book, presumably after tbe very same bare. 
Zulu throughout had the best of Ibis last spin, and showed good 
breaking and steadiness; but ueltber of the two bad shown much 
style, and there was not much merit In either. Mr. Shield’s Fop 
and Mr. R. J. Lloyd Price's Magsman came next, and they were 
slipped in a very bare wheat where a few bares were about; but 
no birds were to be seen, and they failed to m >ke out one or two 
hares which they might have pointed. Io the next field Fop got 
a grand point, which Magsman took deliberately. Then, to wing 
to another brace of birds, Fop dropped readily, whereas Mags¬ 
man pottered about as though nothing had occurred. Fop had 
It, therefore, all his own way, In style as well as In work. The 
Duke of Westminster’s Doxey and Mr. Shield’s Fluke ran next. 
As soon as slipped, Doxey got a capital point, when Fluke ran 
In and pnt up the bird. Then Doxey found again—a brace that 
time—In admirable style; and, Fluke again declining to back, 
they were taken ap. Doxey had shown grand form, aDd we prog¬ 
nosticated that this excellent bitch had a very hot chance of win¬ 
ning, as she would take a lot of beatiug. Whilst In her last 
point, she actually was severely tried by a brace, but she was aa 
Arm as could be, and altogether she caused quite a sensation. 
Mr. Thomas Stutter's bitch Peach then rau against Mr. T. 
Bishop’s Brave Lad. Peach falRe-pointed to begin with, and was 
grandly backed. She la a very fast bitch, and both are stylish work¬ 
ers. Tbe Lad, however, false-pointed near the the hedge, bat In the 
next field be got a rare point on a brace at a very long distance. Af¬ 
terward he dropped well tofonr bares, the bitch not noticing him. 
Mr. Lonsdale’s Lorna Dooneand Mr. Kllas Bishop's Crack were the 
next brace. Crack flushed a bird up the bill, dropped, and then 
went on. Finally, when going well extended, he winded a brace, 
wheeled round; but, Instead of steadying himself, be knocked 
them up, dropping to wing only. We had expected better work 
from him. The next brace to come up were Mr. Jaa. Bishop's 
Bonnie Lass and Mr. Lloyd Price’s Wackford. In fine thick 
heather, Wackford took a good point on a brace, which tbe 
bitch had also winded from the start. Both wero very careful 
and steady workers throughout their spin, the bitch eventually 
pulling ap just In time to soother brace which she bad been 
winding throughout. Wackford then false-pointed; but after¬ 
ward, when down tbe hollow, he winded a brace, which he 
pointed out very well, and the bitch did not back him accordingly 
—and not much blame to her under the circumstances. The 
next brace were Mr. Barclay Field’s Bloom and tbe Duke of 
Westminster's Druid. Both dropped to wing to a brace almost 
aa soon aa act going; then a flush occurred again—this time on 
the bitch's part—both dropplug Instantaneously; then abe 
pointed a brace well, and was grandly backed. Finally abe 
dropped to a brace, and tbe dog went two or three yards after 
fur, stopping, however, when told. Then abe pointed, and four 
birds got ap, the bitch dropping remarkably well to wlog, bnl to 
gun the dog was not quite steady. A moment later the bitch 


false-pointed, and, after a fruitless search for birds In a tremen¬ 
dously large field, we stopped work for luncheon. After three- 
quarters of au hour's moat acceptable rest, we resumed our 
labors with Mr. James Platt's Wit and Mr. Thomas Stutter's 
Monarch. Wit first pointed a bare well, and then a moment 
later he got on a single bird In capital style, Monarch taking bis 
point In tbe latter case. Wll seemed to us to be a wonderfully 
good-nosed and cautious dog. He pointed again five minute* later, 
but, although be failed to make out hla point,* hare was kicked up 
directly afterward In front of him, whilst be was on the last point 
Monarch was not noticing him a bit, bnt went right away on his 
own errand. When brought back, Monarch pointed where Wit 
was just steadying himself, *Dd a brace got up; then Wit flushed 
down wind, and they were taken up. Vlsconnt Downe’s Mars 
IV and Mr. Barclay Field's Blanche, the last brace on the card, 
were then called up. Bla> cbe found a brace very prettily, and 
was well backed; she then, however, false-pointed, and, aa Mars 
could not see her, he weDt on, and got on a false point too—a 
fault which the bitch also repeated lu tome seeds. There was 
just then, somehow, a great scarcity of birds as we tramped 
through three fields, drawlDg them all blanks. In the worst, 
however (a grass field), Blanche bad another false point, and was 
only fairly backed. This false-polntlDg business she repeated 
twice again, when Mars backed ber both times admirably. Then 
Mars also Indulged In a little false pointing, and they were picked 
up. This concluded the card, and the judges, consulting tbetr 
notes, came to their decision respecting the dogs they wanted to 
see once more at work, and their first order to tbe steward was 
for Fop and Doxey to be brought up for a apln. Doxey found a 
hare In good style, dropping to form admirably, Fop backing him 
like a veteran. But tbe bitch again found—a brace of birds tbla 
time—in superb form again, and she beat Fop (a good dog, 
though), aa be was unsteady behind. Brave Lad and Crack then 
were slipped. Crack pointed a bird well, but wben walked up to 
went on without orders—doing no harm, though. Then we bad 
a good performance on Crack’s part. He winded bis birds fully 
one buudred and fifty yards off In rare form, drawing to them In 
a bee-line, wltb Blsbop In attendance, In quite an exhilarating 
fashion. Bonnie Lass and Bloom had a short and merry spin, as 
Bonnie Lass Bushed a brace badly, not even dropping to wing; 
whereas Bloom found a brace well. She la a very taking aud 
clever bitch. Druid and Mars IV ran next. Druid made out a 
brace, and dropped readily; but Mars was not perfect when the 
said brace scampered around him, and Druid afterward pointed 
a brace of birds, but neither of the two dogs showed very great 
form so far. Bloom and Doxey then ran for first and second 
prizes. Doxey pointed where a brace had just been to our 
knowledge, and she waa backed by Bloom at fully one hundred 
yards; then Doxey got In between two hares, and she and Bloom 
dropped marvellously well; aud In some heather Doxey again got 
a very good point, whereas Bloom pnt Vp a cock pheasant, and 
dropped—however, well to wing. Doxey got again a rare good 
point, and throughout showed herself a wonderfully good puppy 
—In fact, one of the best we have Been for a long time. Brave 
Lad and Crack then came to try conclusions. Crack bas pace, 
and Is stylish, carrying his head well up and In form. They 
found a brace between them, and were going to try another field, 
wben tbe two brothers Bishop agreed to divide, and the awards 
accordingly were given as follows, viz.: 

First prize, the Duke of Westminster’s Doxey; second prize, 
Mr. Barclay Field’s Bloom; and tbtrd and fourth divided between 
Mr. J. Bishop’s Brave Lad and Mr. Ellas Bishop's Crack. 

THURSDAY, APRIL 22. 

We started for onr headquarters, tbe Swan, at half past nine 
or thereabout, and a couple of miles drive brought us to the meet 
at Ratcher Hill. The morning wa« fine, and tbe day turned out. 
a splendid bnt very hot day, therefore not a very good one for 
scent. We began, at ten minutes past, the Better Puppy 8takes 
for 1879 puppies, when fifteen runners out of sixteen entries 
turned up.

As a class, we may at once state that they were very Inferior to 
the pointer puppies; they were, in short, a not very brilliant lot 
by any means, and nothing particularly dazzling figured In the 
stakes, barring the winners and one or two most promising but 
unnoticed (and deservedly so) others, who were not yet quite 
broken youngsters, but who are likely to fill Into performers out 
of tbe common ere long. Before describing the running, It Is our 
duty to state that before the business In band waa entered npnn, 
we were all called to the judge’s waggonette, where we found Mr. 
Lonsdale (tbe president of the society) ready to address tbe crowd, 
and he animadverted very strongly on the letter from “A 
Breaker,” which appeared In last Field, saying that the committee 
would do their utmost In order to find out the writer thereof, and 
that In future, If they succeeded In discovering who he was, that 
party should be excluded from any trials held hy the society 
The Rev. W. Serjeantson then came forward and said that he 
thonght be had a perfect right to remonstrate against each a let¬ 
ter, aa he waa not aware that be had ever done anythtng unworthy 
of an English gentleman. He offered to withdraw himself then 
and there as a judge If the competitors desired him to do so; but 
they all declared that they were annoyed at tbe letter, and that 
they would abide by his decision. We then began tbe running 
of the stakes with the first brace, which were Mr. John Arm¬ 
strong’s Tam O’Shanter, and Mr. James Bishop’s Belle of the 
Ball. The Belle dropped to a point on a bare In such a form aa to 
draw expremlons of admiration from the crowd; the dog did not 
back here, bnt, earning np aa though to take her point, pnt up 
the hare and dropped too far; In abort, ha took no notice of the 
bitch. In the next field they both had a spin at fifty or sixty 
yards, after a hare to all appearances. In ber running the bitch 
I* exceedingly merry and stylish; the dog coyer* hit ground, but 
seem* to labor In hls gallop, and carries bis head too lo* ; be, 
however, quarter* wonderfully well, aud obey* band signals or 
whistle marvellooslr well. Soon after, In a fallow, he paaaed a 
brace, which the bitch ought also to have acknowledged, bat she 
only dropped to order. Mr. Purcell Llewellyn’s Dashing Beauty 
and Viscount Downs’* Paniy were then called. Panay, fall 
pointed, was grandly backed, and a moment later Beauty took a 


grand point ou a brace, when Pansy waa disinclined to beck, and 
had to be ordered down; Beauty then again took a point on a 
brace, then had a false point, when Panay again lacked steadi¬ 
ness; finally, Beauty again pinned a brace down near the bridge, 
and Pansy then waa a model of steadiness, hut abe was well 
beaten, and Armstrong himself, In order to save time, offered to 
take blm.up, which was done. Beauty bad done wonderfully 
well, and had run a good bitch. Mr. Thomas Armstrong’s Rock 
and Mr. P. Llewellyn’s Dashing Boudhu next ran, and were 
slipped In the same field, a very large and capital one. Bondhu 
began with a false point, and waa well backed by the black and 
tan, who then took a false point too, and waa grandly backed la 
hls turn. Then, near the bottom eud, Bondbn got a capital 
point on a brace, Rock being aa steady as clockwork throughout; 
both were rare good dogs, and tbelr false pointing was on very 
hot scent evidently, aa they came two or three times to a full 
atop oo the same scent To two hares In the next heat both 
behaved moat steadily, looking at for with great equanimity, 
under severe temptation. In a seed field Rock falae-polnted, 
Bondhu doing bis part as well as any old dog. Bondhu then 
took a grand point on a brace, and to gun both dropped well, 
Messrs. Weyman and Buchanan’s Kathleen waa to run against 
Mr. Lipscomb's Cissy, but she waa drawn, and Cissy accordingly 
had a bye, and Mr. Llewellln’s Dashing Rutbven ran with Mr. 
James Bishop's Beau of the Ball. The latter ran a merry dog, 
whereas Rutbven seemed stale, and went very alow. 

After luncheon tbe next brace, viz., Mr. Llewellln's Dashing 
Meg and Mr. Bower’s Bessie IV., ran, Meg was slow and Bess 
wild, and, after trying them through a couple of fields—neither 
of them showing any true working powers—they were taken up. 
Tbe next brace were Mr. Dolling's Sandy and Mr. P. Llewellln’s 
Dashing Romp. A brace was put up, down wind, by Romp, who 
did not drop, and Sandy put up a brace, and stopped wben spoken 
to. In the next field, a fallow, where we held marked two or 
three braces, Sandy put up a bird badly, and went after It two or 
three yards, not dropping either;and this he repeated on another 
bird which Romp waa pointing. Next came Messrs. Weyman 
and Buchanan’s Elite and Mr. James’ Dora. Dora Is a very 
smart goer, but, unfortunately, she put up a brace against the 
wood, and only dropped to call; to a hare, however, she dropped 
well. She la a very handsome and smart bitch, a credit to Mr. 
James' kennel. She waa the smartest worker we had seen, but 
she wants finishing touches to her education. Mr. LljUeombe's 
Cissy then ran her bye with Belle of the Ball, who, to begin 
wltb, put up a brace of birds. Both are very good goers, full of 
spirit and style. After going through a very large field without 
fludlDg, Belle flushed a brace, not with much to fiDd fault with, 
Cissy dropping well, and this brought ua through the card. 
Beauty and Rock were called next, but, Rock being absent, we 
went on with Dashing Bondhu and Beau of the Ball. Beau 
failed to make out a bird wblcb got up, and to which ho dropped, 
but he ought to have pointed it. Then another brace was put 
up, but which dog did the deed we could not tell. Then Rock 
turning up, we had him slipped wltb Beauty. Beauty showed 
great pace, aud worked well. Against the lodge she poluted 
“hotly," but no birds were to be found; they had probably 
slipped through the fence. Then Clsey and Boudhu came up, 
and Cissy took advantage of tbe proximity of a wood to break 
fence and go up it for a stroll. However, to whistle she came 
back readily, but a moment afterward she put up a brace which 
Bondhu was poluting, and did not drop. Belle of the Ball and 
Dashing Beauty then ran for the final. Belle took a superb 
point on three birds, and was superbly backed; and Beauty 
backed her again at some hundred aud fifty yards distance, wben 
she false-pointed near the fence. Then Beauty found a hare, 
pointed it well; but Belle took up her point, put up the hare, 
and went a few yards after ber, thus extinguishing her chance, 
and the judges gave tbelr verdict os follows: 

First prize, Mr. R. LI. Purcell Llewellln's Dashing Beauty; 
second prize, Mr. James Bishop’s Belle of tbe Ball; third prize, 
Mr. R. LI. Purcell Llewellln’s Dashlug Boudhu; fourth prize, Mr. 
Thomas Armstrong’s Rock. 

FRIDAY. 

We met rather late at CUpstone village, and tiegan this day’s 
work with what we may call the Champion Puppy Match—i.e., a 
prize of £20, to be run for by the winners of the pointer and set¬ 
ter puppy stakes. These winners were the Duke of Westminster’s 
Doxey and Mr. Purcell Llewellln’s Dashing Beauty, and they 
were slipped at 10:30 In a very bare wheat field, when tbe setter 
took a decided point, which, however, turned out to be false, the 
pointer backing him In an Irreproachable manner; and this they 
reversed Immediately afterward. Both showed absolutely good 
breaking, but Beauty did uot seem to run likd herself, and It 
turned out that she was lame. In the next field, a fallow, Doxev 
secured a grand point on a brace of birds; Beauty then also took 
a point, but the birds worked round her and got up behind; then 
Doxey had a very clever find In the next field, and won. 

The Cloverley Stakes for braces came then on the tapii, and 
Mr. James Blatt’s Roy and Keudall (pointers) were tbe first 
brace taken In hand. Kendall pottered up a brace to start with, 
and Roy did not hack him readily. Roy then bad a false point, 
and Kendall backed him Indifferently. Then Kendall took a 
point, and was well backed; bnt he did uot drop to win—In fact, 
Kendall bad to be dropped by voice—then pointed a hare. When 
another one waa put up they dropped exceedingly well. They 
are a useful brace, but were hardly In field trial trim. Tbe 
next brace, Mr. Barclay Field’s Riot and Garnet (pointer), were 
then called, and Riot whipped In to a point on a hare’s form In 
field-trial form, and waa backed like clockwork. Wben waved 
on again, they, after good work, foand no birds through two 
fields, and were then taken up, aa they had been going for a 
goodlsh while and a rest was desirable. Mr. Lloyd Price’s Bow 
Bells and Lucky Sixpence (pointers) were next on the card, and 
were slipped In a fallow. They quartered their ground wonderfully 
well, and quite Independently ol each other, In refreshing style; 
and Bow Bella backed the Sixpence, on what, however, turned to 
be a false point, In excellent form. This was repeated In a piece 
of seeds, bnt at last Bow Bella pinned a hare down In Style, Six¬ 
pence backing Immensely well. Viscount Dowue'a Diamond II 
and Bam IV (setters)—these had their spin, behaving well to 
begin with on three baree which were scampering about together; 
and the brace worked fast and well, quartering their ground ex¬ 
cellently, but Diamond afterward did certainly appear Inclined to 
fur once or twice. Another large lot of bares turned np, *n<l 
tempted him severely; however, he false-pointed out a hare’s 
road, and waa awfully backed, and 8am got beautifully on a cock 
pheasant. They go at a great pace, and are workmen. Mr. 
Henry Platt’s Darky and Taffy (setters) were the next brace; to 
a hare Ihey both dropped capitally. In tba next field a bare was 
beautifully pointed, and the becking waa euperb; and when at 
least thirty hare* were pnt afoot, they did not make a single mis 
take, showing wonderful good breaking throughout, but they 
were uot well matched, Darky being so superior to Taffy In styl« 
and pace. Next came the Duke of Waetmlnater'a Minnie sod 
Roes, pointer*; they worked right roarrtly from the first Minnie, 
In * farrow, pointed * hare, which we saw running through the 
feuoe, and (he waa backed grandly. 

Mr. Bucket! then brought forward Mr. Purcell Llewellln's Novel 
and Coanteaa Rose (setters), who,** noon aa slipped,pointed,the lat¬ 
ter a bare, and Novel a brace of bird* In excellent fashtbn; and 
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tbe way lo which Ur. Buckell lent them on repeatedly right and 
left wae i-Imply unsurpassable, accurately turning them any way 
be liked; wheo running Connteia Rote had a point near the 
fence, aud Novel dropped ae though shot. 

Tbe remainder of the details muit be deferred until next week.

The Origin of the Domestic Dog. 

Professor Huxley, we learn from the Live Stock Journal, de¬ 
livered, on Tuesday, tbe second of two lectares on Dogs, st tbe 
Royal Institution. There was a large attendance. Professor 
Huxley began by stating that In bis last lecture be bad eudeav- 
ored to fix the position of dogs In the scale of animated nature. 
He pointed out that wttbln tbe carnivora there was a particular 
division embracing some thirty or fifty different forms whicb 
constituted tbe dog kind, and which had a much closer com 
muntty of structure, both physical and mental, with one anolber 
than they bad with other members of the carnivora family. The 
points on which they presented a great and remarkable differ¬ 
ence from other animals built on tbe Barne plan, were In the 
structure of the skull and In the organs contained In It—tbe 
teeth. It was on these points that he desired to ascertain tbe 
amount and extent of the difference which obtained betweeu 
different forms of dog-ltke animals. Over the brow of the wolf 
there wae a great cavity, but If they looked at the skull nf the 
fox they found that tbe shape of the brow was very different, 
and there was no cavity at all. They could arrange all the 
skulls of tbe dog-like animals Into two series—In which one had 
essentially the character of tbe wolf »k .11, and tbe other had 
essentially tbe character of the fox skull. He could not tell the 
significance of these differences, but the fact remained that the 
skulls of dog-like animals could be arranged Into two series—tbe 
Alopecolds, at the bead of which was the fox, and tbe other 
tbe Thoolds, at the head of which was tbe wolf. 

This enabled them to place the position of tbe domestic dog 
still more definitely, and It would occupy a place In the series 
corresponding with that In which they bad placed the jackals and 
wolves. With regard to the staghound, tbe shepherd's dog, and 
many of their cur dogs, no one would have the smallest, hesita¬ 
tion In placing them just between the wolf and the jackal. Some 
of the domestic dogs presented some curious features. Tbe New¬ 
foundland dog had a large development of skull which gave It a 
great appearance of sagacity. This appearance of sagacity In 
the contour of the skull, like that appearance In man, was not 
always genuine, but turned very largely on there being there a 
considerable empty space. In some cases, as In the Blenheim 
Spaniel, this development was due to real bona fide brain; and 
the Blenheim Spaniel was undoubtedly the product of domestica¬ 
tion, and great selected breeding. They now came to specula¬ 
tions on problems which could only be solved by a careful Inter¬ 
pretation of the facts within their knowledge. 

Tbe first of these problems was the origin of the domestic dog, 
and he thought they could see their way to solving It If they be¬ 
gan upon a solid basis of fact. Such a basis of fact was supplied 
by what they knew of the origin of dogs In North America. Tbe 
Indians of the northwestern parts of America, were all In posses¬ 
sion of half-tame cur-like dogs, living In tbe same way as the 
dogs In Egypt—In a semi-independent condition. In tbe same 
country there existed a wild animal—the eanie lalraru, or prairie 
wolf. It was Impossible to point out any distinction between 
these prairie wolves and the domesticated dog of tbe Indians. It 
was somewhat difficult to understand how these wild and fierce 
animals could be tamed; and yet when one knew their habits, It 
was easy enough. The smaller wolves and jackals, although pre¬ 
daceous and fierce, were endowed with singular cariosity; that 
curiosity directed them toward man and his doings. There was 
not one of these animals which, If caught young—whether jackal 
or small wolf—could not be tamed and made as attached and de¬ 
voted to man as any ordinary dog. It was not difficult to under¬ 
stand, therefore, how these animals became acquainted with man, 
how they became trained, and how from them sprang a race of 
domesticated animals which, curiously enough, were far more at¬ 
tached to their masters and the animals with which they were 
brought up than to members of tbetr own family. 

If they could depend upon the fact that this one domestic dog 
originated In the taming of an indigenous wild animal, then the 
general problem of the origin of domestic dogs would take this 
form—could they find In all parts of the world In which domestic 
dogs are known wild stock so similar to the existing race of 
dogs that there was nothing unnatural In supposing that they 
had tbe same origin as tbe Indian dogsl They might trace dog¬ 
like anlmBls further and further west, until In Northern Africa 
they had a whole series of kinds of dog-llke animals, usually 
known as jackals. He believed that these wild stocks were the 
source from which, In each case, tbe savages who originally be¬ 
gan to tame dogs had derived tbe stock. This view was con¬ 
firmed by archaeological researches. They bad preserved to them, 
on tbe monuments i f ancient Egypt, a great variety of forms of 
dogs, and It was significant that the further back they went the 
fewer were the varieties, until at the time of tbe third and fourth 
dynasties—that Is, about 6,000 years ago—there were only two 
well-marked forms of doge. One of them was a comparatively 
small, cur-like dog, similar to that wblcb was to be seen In the 
streets of Cairo at the present day, and the other was like a 
greyhound. The cur was, no doubt, a tame species of the wild 
jackal, which was still to be found In tbe same country ; and 
with respect to tbe greyhound, there was In Abyssinia a very 
long-beaded dog, which was very much of the same form as the 
greyhound, and which It could hardly be doubted was the source 
from which it sprang. Assuming that there was no doubt that 
the origin of dogs could be traced to these sources, the more 
modified forms of the domestic animal were simply the result of 
tbe selected breeding, which had given rise to tbe tame modifica¬ 
tion in tbe dogs as It bad done In tbe case of pigeons. This wss 
the solution of the origin of domestic dogs, to which all their In¬ 
formation and Inquiries pointed, and there remained the ques¬ 
tion of the origin of dogs In general.

One of the most beautiful and fertile valleys I have ever had 
the pleasure to visit, It Lost River Valley, West Va. It derives 
It' name from Lost River, a stream that flows through It length¬ 
wise for the distance of twenty-five miles This river has Its 
origin from several springs, on an Immense ridge, near Brock’s 
Gap, which divides the north fork of tbe Shenandoah from the 
waters of Lost River; to called from the fact that the river 
flows through i*m mountain*. The first Is Lost River mountain, 
and two miles further on It comes to the second, namely, Timber 
ridge, the third Is Sandy ridge, situated about one and a half 
mllee from Timber ridge. Sandy ridge la a mountain of great 
width and height, which tbe river has completely undermined; 
It has forced Its way through a subterraneous passage, three m lies 
In length, and la finally discharged In several large springe on 
the eastern bate of tbe mountain; tbeee springs form the bead 
of Capon River. 

ltr. Angus M. Wood, a friend of mine residing In Lost River 
Valley, about a mile from the base of the North mountain, Is 


tbe owner of one of tbe beat packs of fox-hounds I ever taw. 
He does not claim them to be " blue blooded," but does claim 
them to be equal If not superior to any In the chase. The 
former leader of the pack, and the subject of my sketch, was a 
fawn colored bitch named Egge (called so for her partiality to 
that kind of diet.) Bhe was a noble animal, and when once on 
the scent, never left It, until she came In at the death. Not 
only war she tbe terror of foxes, but an Inveterate foe of wild¬ 
cats, which are very numerous In that sectlou of the country. 
” 110 uncommon thing for Eggs to go alone upon the moun¬ 

tain and soon have one of the feline quadrupeds up a tree. (They 
are afraid of a dog and will Invariably run from them, unless 
severely wounded, when they will attack and put to flight the 
best dog In the country.) Eggs had a separate and distinct 
bark for a.wild-cat, which when once heard could never be for¬ 
gotten. I remember one afternoon we were sitting on the 
porch smoking, when afar In the distance we beard Eggs’ well 
known cry. My companion sprang to his feet, ran Into tbe 
house and brought ont onr guns; handing mine to me he said, 

Come, Egge has a wlld-cat treed.” I Deeded do second bid- 

i. oufc with him, at a pretty rapid gait; after 

climbing a big ridge ” (which took about all the breath I had 
to spare, and I think a little more), we arrived at tbe base of 
the mountain; there we saw Eggs sitting on her haunches, and 
* r on some object in a large white oak tree, which 

stood near by; now and then she would make the woods ring 
with her cry. On looking up the tree we saw our game; it was 
crouQ^ed close down in a crotch of the tree, which hid about 
half of its body. My friend (who by tbe by was shooting a rnus- 
zle-loader, and had his gun loaded with No. 9 shot, which he had 
beeu using on birds that morning), raised his gun and bred; the 
cat did not Beem to be disconcerted in the least, although It wa 
evident it bad been hit; so I thought I would try my baud. 
hAd in a shell that was loaded with four drams No. 3 duck, am 
l^ozs. No. 6 shot; at the report of my gun the animal sprani

8hortly after the above occurrence, Eggs was poisoned; it wa 
supposed by thieves, as she was a very vigilant watch-dog, an 
no one could approach the house without her giving warning, 
shall never forget the morning we found her dead. I don’t thin! 
that if it had have been his child Mr. Wood’s grief would hav 
been greater. We burled her behind tbe house, the whole famll 
attending the ceremony. Below is a poem composed on he 
death; the epitaph was placed o’er her grave. 

Alas! poor Eggs, thy earth-life's doue. 

Nor love nor skill could save; 

Ah! cruel fate that c >uld not spare, 

This hound «o true and brave. 


Her's wan no craveu heart, indeed, 

But staunch, afiectlunate uml true; 
l/uick to resent her master's wrongs, 

To aid him, swin as light she dew. 

There’s many men that cannot boast, 
The good traits that to Egjxn belonged; 
Brave, vigilant, sagacious, kiud, 

Master or man she never wronged. 

If there*a a p radlse for dogs, 

Sure Eggs as at nine i/ueen Is crowned; 
Thy memory with thy Image rests 
Wlthlu thy master's heart—good hound.

Something for Mr. Mellier lo Explain.

Editor CniCAOo Field: —At tbe Baltimore dog show, I pur- 
chased from Mr. A. A. Mellier, Jr., Nassau Kcuuel Club, St. 
Louie, a Gordon setter puppy at long figures with pedigree. Mr. 
Mellier told me at tbe time, that this pup was out of bis Belle by 
Imported Fritz, and ou his return home would eeud me full ped¬ 
igree; he did so and it was the Ideutical “full pedigree ” sent 
you last Summer per request. I wrote Mr. Mellier some time 
after receiving It, that I could not qulie understand this pedigree, 
asking If he would explain it to which he made no reply. 

Latterly, I have learned through a gentleman of credit that he re¬ 
ceived a letter from Mr,Mellier In confidence giviugalrw* pedigree 
of the brother of my dog which tills gentleman owned, Buying: 
l ' It doe* not at all corretpoud with that which you (me) enetond lo me 
of your dog o* glwn you by Mellier when you bought him " This 
friend further says: " I presume Mellier gave you a wrong ped¬ 
igree, because Grouse and Belle were bred In, being mother and 
sou.” And further, “Mellier gave me the pedigree as above, 
confidentially and I have had It verified from other aourcea.” 
If this mau Mellier had aeeu fit to make correctlona In the " com¬ 
piled" pedigree when I asked for daylight regarding It, tbe 
aspect of fats method of conducting sales of dogs would Dot 
appear to me so “ pocked.’’ When he told me that the pup had 
been ’’ hunted some,’’ It was a matter of no couaequeuce to me 
whether be had or not, aa I expected to do my own breaking, 
but upon trial I wondered to myaelf if the party who “ hunted 
him some," didn’t remark his wide ranging propensity when a 
gun was fired. In the pup, I fouud a good dog aa I anticipated, 
but In the pedigree I could not foresee or fortify myself against 
a false one and got duped. 

In a letter just received from Mr. Mellier In response to mine 
of last week, be states that be never received my former letter 
pertaining to tbe pedigree. This Is singular, as 1 never send a 
letter unices enclosed lo an envelope with firm name priuted 
thereon, and If It miscarried It’s the first In eight years, but no 
matter whether received or not, I should have beeu apprised the 
moment the new pedigree was built without soliciting such 
kuowledge. He wittingly sold me this pup with a fraudulent 
pedigree, and does not choose to make the Imposition satisfactory. 

Purchasers contemplating Investing In dogs can undergo simi¬ 
lar treatment by applying to the same man. 

Tbe dog waa good enough without any pedigree, whatever, aud 
I am astoDlshed at tbe folly aud perfidy commuted In bolstering 
him up with a false one.

Another Poisoning bjr Strychnine. 


Evansville, Wib. 

Editob Chicago Field: —I have another murder to report, 
this tlmo a double one. The victims were my Field Trial bitch 
Daae, and Iriab-Kngllah dog Puck They were both at my office 
with me through the afternoon, Puck going directly home with 
my nephew at 4 30, end Due with me at 5:16 p. m. About 5 :30 
my nephew came In from the barn sod said Puck wu lick and 
had fallen down the barn etaira. I went out and found him In 


convulsion!, with all tbe symptoms of strychnine poisoning. I 
administered hot lard Immediately, and sent for a physician, who 
arrived in about teD minutes, and by a free use of chloroform 
and laudanum controlled tbe spasms. We administered chloro¬ 
form at Intervals till eleven o’clock, p.m., when he seemed quite 
free from pain, aud perfectly codscIoub. From that time tUl mid¬ 
night nothing waa done for him. I then fixed a carpet for him 
and he got up aud made his bed (dog fashion; and lay down. 
Here Is where I made a sad mistake In thinking him out of 
danger. At 5:80 this morning I went out and found him uncon¬ 
scious and dying, probably from the effects of the laudanum, of 
which we gave him at least an ounce. I am perfectly satisfied 
that be might have been saved had we given him stimulants, such 
as brandy SDd quinine, after the effects of tbe poison had disap¬ 
peared. 

Daze had been at liberty but ten or fifteen minutes after I got 
borne, and I did not dream of ber being poisoned till she went 
Into itpasms, quite two hours after being ebut up. She.dled In the 
third spasm, In spite of all we could do to relieve her. 

There can be no-doubt of the poison being strychnine, and I 
can only account for the great leogth of time between the poison¬ 
ing and tbe effect, by tbe supposition that It was given In a cap¬ 
sule. 

I give you these details hoping they may assist some brother 
sportsman to at least avoid my errors, and thereby save the 
life of some dumb brute. I believe chloroform, properly 
administered, together with a judicious use of stimulants, will 
save a portion of the dogs poisoned by strychnine. 

I feel tbe loss of these poor creatures more aa faithful friends 
than In a pecuniary way, though they were both good field dogs, 
and Daze was well bred, being by Rattler, nut of Waddlngtou’s 
Daley, and due to whelp a litter about May 27, by Blue Dash. I 
attribute the work to spite and revenge growing out of my prose¬ 
cution of a couple of grave-yard desecrators. Only such creatures 
would be capable of such an act. God pity them If found out, 
for fehau't. __ Q. D. p. 

An Explanation Desired.

Editor CnicAOO Field: —In your issue bearing date May 8, 
appears the following over the signature of Mr. A. C. Waddell, 
Topeka, Kansas: “ In your Issue of May 1 mention Is made of 
name claimed, by Mr. Wm. Vie, of St. Louis, of Blue Monarch, 
out of Magic, by Penu. No such bitch as Magic was ever 
served by Penn. I mention this to correct a mistake.” 
As I am the owner of Magic, aud sold tbe pup referred to to Mr.

Early Monday morning we were at work, and at eight o’clock 
were moored to a wharf In the “ Regulars,” and were occupied 
all the forenoon In rigging tackle to take out our coal. Iu the 
afternoon began to discharge. Dirty work; but much easier than 
handling Iron The first few days we discharged Into a large 
lighter and after that on the wharf. 

Every morning about four o’clock we would be awakened by 
the gang of coolies beginning their work of wheeling the coal 
from the wharf and dumping on the heaps on shore. Then at five 
o’clock, " Turn out, In here I Get coffee I” And about fifteen 
minutes would be allowed us to dress and drink our coffee In. 

“ Down below, now I” and at it we’d go, working till eight 
o'clock before getting breakfast; thirty minutes was allowed us 
for this meal, a scant hour for dinner, and as long as we chose 
to take for supper, which last meal we rarely got until too dark 
to do a stroke of work. 

Satlirday we turned out as usual and began our work, when 
the overseer came aboard and stopped us. It was a holiday 
ashore, and we could not discharge. So we washed decks, loosed 
the sails, and fussed round all day until dark. During the even¬ 
ing we had a little circus aboard, caused by a too liberal Indul¬ 
gence In aqua-dirntr on Charlie’s part and a few disagreeable re¬ 
marks by Joe. 


The Character of Natty Bumppo. 

BT COqtJINA. 

J. Fennlmore Cooper Is generally conceded to have been the 
most powerful and at the same time the most truthful portrayer 
of Indian character, habits, customs and traditions, of all the 
myriad of American authors who have ever written on this mys¬ 
terious race. True, his portraits of the red man are open to the 
charge of prejudice on the part of the author In their behalf; of 
too great leniency and charity In describing their faults; but 
these objections have In nearly every ca-e come from critics who 
have had far less opportunity for the study of the true character 
of the red man than Cooper had. He spent many years of the 
early part of his life In the closest Intimacy with the chiefs and 
noted warriors of the then most powerful tribes; learned to speak 
their language and studied diligently their histories, traditions, 
and Inner natures He Is proverbially and avowedly the friend ot 
the Iudtao, and has labored diligently In defending him against 
the wrongs that have been Inflicted upon him by the champions 
of civilization. 

The careful student of Cooper's works cannot fall to admire 
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recollection that their eoemles were on their trail and that the re¬ 
port would disclose the whereabouts ot Natty and his party, alone 
prevented him, perhaps, from fulfilling bis prediction. 

While sojourning at one of the frontier forte on the shore of 
Lake Ontario a shooting match was arranged among the officers 
snd soldiers of the garrison In which the hunter participated 
He drove a nail at one hundred yards and executed other rests quite 
ss difficult. In the final test, however, be purposely and gener¬ 
ously allowed a friend to carry off the first prize In order to pre¬ 
sent It to a young lady, the daughter ot an officer, who was 
present. Soon after, however, In order to convince the lady that 
his friend's skill was not greater than bis own, be repaired with 
her to the edge of the water where a number of sea gull* were 
flying about. He called her attention to two which were at some 
distance away from the others, sod at that moment were Hying 
toward each other. He told her to watch them, as In the line of 
their flight they should cross each other. As they did so be 
glanced along the barrel of his rifle, fired, and they both fell, 
pierced by the same ball, though at the time of i he discharge they 
were many yards apart. May other feats of marksmanship are 
attributed to him, almost as difficult a* this, and lu no test of 
his skill, however severe, I* he found wanting. 

In his conversation with hi* friends be . Ives much valuable 
Information regarding the nature and habits of game. He utters 
many severe criticisms on those who slaughter snd waste game 
and fish, and foretells the depletion of forest, lake and stream 
that must result from such ” wssty ways” with the accuracy of 
an Inspired prophet 

Of course many of his characteristics and sentiments are but 
the reflection of those of the author. No one who Is not an 
adept In field sports could put such language Into the mouth of 
a fictitious character, as Bumppo usee. Cooper was a gentleman 
sportsman In the highest sense of that term. He was an expert 
In the use of both the rifle and the fowllng-plece, as It was then 
termed. He spent a great deal of time In shooting and fishing, 
but was religiously opposed to pot-hnutlng, seining and other 
Illegitimate means of taklDg fish and game, or to taking them In 
any manner out of season. I have read somewhere thst be was 
Instrumental In procuring the passage of the first game law that 
New Tork state ever had. 

Taken all In all, I know of no portion of our fictitious litera¬ 
ture that can be read by young sportsmen with greater profit, 
and from which they can obtain more useful Information or 
more wholesome teaching,than from the ‘‘Leatherstocking tales.’’ 
They are standard American novels, and there are few men of 
middle age who have not read them, but this article Is Intended 
for younger sportsmen who have not yet reached them. They 
are how published In the “ Seaside Library ” series at ten cent* 
each. They should be read In the order enumerated above, as 
that Is the order In which they deal with the life of their hero.

A Walk in the City. 

We landed at the extreme western point of the city and started 
on our tour. 

Leaving the wharf we passed through a very narrow, dirty 
street, lined with small SDd equally dlrty-looklng houses, stores, 
and other buildings, and fairly alive with men, women and 
children of every hue, from the swarthy complexion of the Span¬ 
iard to the Jet black of the negro, dressed In gala day costume, 
some of them, and others attired In rags which had, at least, the 
merit of affording ample ventilation If they were not particularly 
picturesque. 

Passing through this street we came out Into a small square, 
with a church at the left, toward which many people were going.

Here comes a man walking slowly, looking right and left, and 
calling out In a loud voice different numbers. Under his arm 
he carries a large leather wallet or pocket-book; In his hand a 
pair of scissors. What Is he! A seller of lottery tickets. 

There goes a woman with a few pieces of printed paper In her 
hand; the 1s selling tickets. 

As we sit at the table of a restaurant a boy comet In and trie* 
to Induce us to purchase a — lottery ticket. 

On the evening of tho day ot drawing, lists of the tickets can 
be had for twenty-five cents, and everywhere may be seen singly 


the purity of his motives and the thoroughly conscientious man¬ 
ner In which he portrays the character of Cblngachgook, Uncaa 
and others of hla red friends.

True, they deal largely 
In fiction, but at the same time they are In a great measure his¬ 
torical, and much valuable historical Information may be gained 
from them. And while In this series of tales he h«s given us so 
many admirable pictures of Indian nature, be has also given us 
the finest, the most noble, and fascinating picture of a typical 
American hunter and frontiersman of the early days, that has 
ever appeared In type. 

Natty Bumppo’e parents died leaving him an orphan at an 
early age, but not before they had Implanted In hU simple and 
pure mind the germs of a religious sentiment that through the 
long course ot his frostier life which was spent In warfare and 
hardships of various kinds, was never eradicated, but rather 
strengthened and developed as he grew older. Soon after the 
death of his parents bis lot fell among the Delaware Indians, by 
whom be was adopted. He became the bosom friend of Chln- 
gachgook, a young chief, and the last of the famous tribe of the 
Mohicans, and this friendship continued unbroken to the end of 
the latter’s life. 

The author first Introduces Natty to the reader under the name 
of the “ Deeralayer,” In the story of that name, a sobriquet he 
bad won from his Indian allies while yet a boy. His skill In the 
use of the ride, even at that early age, was phenomenal, and bis 
success on the deer trail rendered him famous throughout the 
whole frontier country. We next meet him as the hero of the 
story entitled “ The Pathfinder,” next as that of “ The Last of 
the Mohicans,”then In "ThePioneers,” and finally see him kindly 
laid In his last resting place, by the hands of his later red friends 
the Pawnees, In “ The Prairie.” 

No lover of nature, no lover of field sports, no lover of 
all that Is good and noble In human nature, can read these 
tales and not admire this remarkable character. Uls long, 
constant. Intimate association with nature In all her virgin 
*purlty and grandeur has begotten In him a moral senti¬ 
ment that Is almost superhuman. He Is strictly conscien¬ 
tious In all be does or says, and his frank, honest nature 
never permits him to conceal a motive or an action from bis 
friends. He is ss just and as generous to the game of the forests 
ss to man, never sacrificing bird or beast simply for the sport or 
pastime that aoch action might afford. In speaking of the 
"wa*tyways"o the settlements he says; ‘‘No buck ever fell 
to the crack of my rifle In mere wantonnea*. I never yet killed 
one when hi* flesh or skin was not needed to supply my wants or 
those of the camo.” 

HI* skill In the use of the rifle I* one of the most Interesting 
feature* of this remarkable character. Many ot the featt of 
marksmanship which the author attributes to him are marvelous, 
but noue of them at all Impossible nor even Improbable when we 
consider that be has grown up with that weapon In his hand; 
that perhaps tew days In his wnole life have passed without hi* 
having more or leas practice with It. His aim was deadly, 
whether directed at a hostile Iudlan or at a harmless bird or 
beast He could place a ball In any portion of the animal that 
he chose. On one occasion, wbea In company with two of hi* 
red associates, a deer was browsing In a thicket a hundred yards 
away. The only portion of It that wss visible was the upper 
part of the antlers. Natty said, M I will wsger that I will hit 
him stwtxt the eyes and nearer to the right eye than the left.” 
The Indians did not question hi* ability to do as he said, but the 


quiet looking mao, dark-complexioned, about medium height; 
hts neglected attire and jaded air showing him to be “ on the 
tramp,” even If his stout walking stick, with a small bundle tied 
on the end of It, was not there ss evidence of his peregrinations. 
Still, be did not look like the tramps we sometimes met In our 
evening rides—desperate looking wayfarers, who seemed as If 
the world had dealt hardly with them, and they bad given back 
blow for blow. But this man was none of these. There was a 
rugged dignity about him that Inspired our respect, and some¬ 
thing In hla quiet face that won our sympathy. The story of his 
life In America was a simple one—we heard It some days later. 
A farmer's life In the West until the dear wife died, and then— 
with a look and tone that told the depth of hla loss— “ I have 
never prospered since.” 

He was seeking for employment, and he found it In getting 
odd jobs on the plantation, and after his services were no fur¬ 
ther needed, he wont over the swamp to some high ground, 
located there, and occupying a deserted negro cabin, he began 
gathering moss for a livelihood. 

Unlike most of his compatriots who seem to have kissed 
mother nature’s great blsrney stone, old Tom was strsnge y 
taciturn; only when be would see the hunters returning from a 
day In the woods and fields, bringing home the brush, or with a 
wild cat hanging to the saddle of some one of the party, would 
bis reserve be broken. Then he would entertain bis listeners 
with reminiscences of his early days when, like your corres¬ 
pondent " Railway Fat,” he would roam bareheaded and bare¬ 
footed through the fields, “flushing the moor-fowl,” or scamper¬ 
ing after the bunt when Its course turned In the vicinity of hla 
father’s cabin. 

" An' It would warm the life-blood In one only to see It,” be 
would say. “The gentlemen with their scarlet coats, and the 
huntsmen, and the dogs, and the wblppera In I And the purtlest 
sight of all was the ladles I And what riders they were I Taking 
the ditches and the water and going over them so neatly—though 
your heart would be In your mouth to see them do It. Many 
and many’s the night I've dragged myself home with my feet 
bleeding and my clothes soaked through from a ducking In some 
water course, and half dead with the hanger that I didn’t feel 
while on the run behind the dogs or taking abort cu's across the 
fields trying to circumvent them. And when I’d creep Into my 
bed It would be only to dream It all over again! And, Lord 
help us, they are all gone now, the beautiful ladles and the gay 
gentlemen; and It’s a strange world we live In, any way; 'tie 
more like dreaming than living, If the sorrow did not strike In 
and make one know ’tla awake he la” 

After Old Tom went to live over the swamp, be came every 
Sunday to the Oaks and received bis dinner from the hands of 
Its gentle mistress. One Sunday he failed to make hla appear¬ 
ance. Toung Mr. D. rode over to his cabin the next day to 
ascertain the canoe of his absence. He found Old Tom smitten 
with a virulent fever, and wandering In his mind. Medical aid 
was at once summoned, and the saintly young priest from the 
neighboring town wss called tb bis bedside, but Old Tom passed 
away unconscious of his ministrations, and a nameless grave 
received bis remains, for It was oot known If the name Tom 

M-, by which be called himself, was bis own or an assumed 

one. 

Why do I writ* poor Tom's sad little history for the Ckicaoo 
Field!

A Greenhorn’* Deer Smoke. 

Jefferson City, Mo. 

Editoh Chicago Firld: —Perhaps few of your readers know 
that within a few miles of the state capital of Missouri there can be 
found quantities of game of all spades peculiar to this latitude, 
particularly deer. For yean I bad sat by watching preparations 
every Fall for the deer hunt, which some of my friends always 
participated In at least ooce a year, and It was not till last Octo¬ 
ber that I summoned up courage enongh to go with a party. 
The 19th of that month, six of us, duly provided with everything 
that goes to make a trip of this kind enjoyable, took our depart¬ 
ure for the Osage and Little Maries counties, which we reached 
after a six hours' travel, reaching our destination In time to 
pitch our tent, get a good supper, make arrangements for the 
stands to be taken the next morning and turn In, not, how¬ 
ever, till Judge, and Jim C. had gone out and found the signs 
numerous. 

Four o’dock the next morning found us huddling over our 
camp-fire eating our breakfast, and shortly afterward we started, 
and after about thirty minutes’ walk the Judge turned to your 
bumble servant Informing him that be might stand at an old oak 
near the roadside, with the usual Injunctions attendant there¬ 
unto, and the party passed on. In the meantime Jim C., with 
his hounds, bad entered the valley about a mile below us, and 
before the party had got to their stands the hounds were heard 
coming, and shortly afterwards a shot told us that some one bad 
hurt something, and It was not long till Jim C., our driver, gave 
his signal for help, and we found at his feet a hundred and 
eighty-five pound buck. This ended our sport for the first day, 
and as I was the new hand In the party It was promised that I 
should get a stand next day where I could test my new breech¬ 
loader, of which the party was making a great deal of fun, they 
using rifles and muzzle-loaders, and having no faith In stern- 
loaders, as they called them. 

The following morning I was fortunate to secure a stand 
where fresh tracks were observed. A half hour passed before 
the bounds were heard and I was all excitement when a rustling 
In the scrub oaks below me set me wild, and Just as I was ready 
to fire, out burst some half dozen—hszael splitters. Tou can 
Imagine my chagrin and disappointment. 

Now It so happens that I am an Inveterate smoker, and I had 
been told not to smoke In any stand, but after this disappoint¬ 
ment, disregarding all commands, I lit my meerschaum, and sit¬ 
ting down upon a log about ten feet from the tree where I had 
been placed, cogitated upon the disappointments Incident to 
this kind of sport and mentally pronounced It a humbug. As I 
smoked, however, my mind grew more tranquil and the hounds 
could be beard In the distance, consequently my gun was un¬ 
cocked and placed at my side. 

Perhaps twenty minutes had passed and I had again lit my 
pipe, when looking op and not more than twenty yards In front 
of me was a five-pronged buck gazing at me In apparent astonish¬ 
ment; but It the buck was astonished what were my feelings) It 
seemed an age before either of us moved, when the bnck gave 
two or three springs and got around to the opposite side of me. 
By this time my pipe had dropped of Its own accord to the 
ground and I had snatched up my gun, cocking one barrel, and 
blazed away at his bucluhlp as he receded from view In a ravine 
at my right All the same, I discovered upon Investigation that 
I had spilled some blood, and green-horn that I was, called my 
companions In the vain hope that my shot had proved fatal, 
and Intending to get the hounds upon his track. I succeeded 
and after I bad given myself away, we discovered Mr. Buck 
with a hind leg broken; and upon the hounds coming up, 
there was the prettiest race you ever saw, through an open 
field; but he gave ns the slip, and that night around the camp¬ 
fire you can imagine what I got, for I won’t tell. The next day 
I spent In shooting turkeys and squirrels, not taking much more 
Interest In deer. 8!x days were spent by oar party, seeing 
twenty deer during that time, but getting but five, and one week 
from tbe time of our Btart found us at home, and I have not 
heard the last of my deer yet I would advise young hunters If 
they ever get Into tbe predicament I was In, to keep their mouths 
shut This Fall, however, I am going on another bunt of the 
same kind, Just to have a little romp for the way I was treated 
last Fall. Sretaw.

Sunday Hunting. 


New Jersey. 

Editor Chicago Field: —The frequent appearance In the 
Chicago Field, of articles In which have been descriptions of 
Sunday huntings and fishings, without a word of attempted ex¬ 
cuse from the writers, or a protest from anyone has pained me, 
and many others I hope. I am heartily glad to see the cudgel 
taken up against Little Fred for writing an article from which It 
would appear that he bad 11 shaken hands with shame and parted 
company.” A man in this section who hunted on twenty Sundays 
In a year and boasted of It In print, would gain a reputation 
thereby that would last for many a day. “ Where there’s a u ill 
there's a way." If Little Fred, or the clerks who have bis sym¬ 
pathy would, they could find some way of getting free to hunt 
without breaking the Sabbath. 

Our moral and civil laws were not made to make men misera¬ 
ble by observing them. There Is no such thing as a right to do 
wrong. A man has no right to accept any position or engage 
In any business In which from apparent necessity he will be led 
to do acts that are wroDg.

If the sportsmen clerks who 
must be at their places on every week day, that the necessities of 
life may be met, have strength and energy enough for any sort 
of a hunt on 8unday after being so closely confined In-doors, 
they are most certainly men that could make more than a living 
as farmers or mechanics, and might hunt to their hearts’ con¬ 
tent. Fred apparently believes In a God and a hereafter. When 
the long list of 8abbath desecrations Is presented against him 
will he argue with the Judge that the Fourth Commandment was 
a great wrong and didn’t admit of enough " freedom!” An 
outburst of Indignation follows a violation of the game laws, let 
us not be so quiet over the violations of the laws of God, who 
has not only given us the game, but made the Inventive mind of 
man that has given us our gnns, ammunition, Improved our 
breeds of buntlog dogs, and in short has designed every mechan¬ 
ical contrivance that assists to our pleasure as sportsmen. And 
let us not forget that we have, what so many have not, the gift 
that enables us to enjoy the chase, without which, so far as 
pleasure goes, all of our guns and outfits were made In vain.

The Dltlmar Powder. 

PAINE8VILLB, OHIO. 

Editor Chicago Field: — I am very much pleased to learn 
that you have, In a measure, endorsed the Dittmar powder. I 
have thought all the time were you to give It but a fair trial you 
could not do otherwise. Perhaps none of your contributors 
have written as much In favor of this powder as myself, and It 
was with no small degree of satisfaction that I read Mr. Turrell’s 
article In your Issue of April 17. 

Like Mr. Turrell, I have no interest In Mr. Dittmar or his 
powder, but when I know a thing to be all that Is claimed for It, 
I do not like to see It kept In the back-ground, especially when 
It Is something for the benefit of the sportsmen’s fraternity. 

This powder has been very much misunderstood. Simply be¬ 
cause It does not make as loud a report as the black powder, 
many think It has not the same strength. 

The manufacturers claim that It has no recoil. I think, how¬ 
ever, If loaded properly It makes very near if not quite as much 
recoil as tbe coarsest-grained black powder, although not enough 
to hardly be perceptible under the excitement of field shooting, 
but which Is plainly apparent when shooting at a target. 

A great many sportsmen when loading their shells for the first 
time with this powder do not use large enough wads, which 
should be the pink edge, and neglect to set them down firmly on 
the powder because they are afraid to do so. It la not necessary 
to ram the wads down, but after seeing that the powder Is settled 
even In the shell two pink wads, two sizes larger of a brass shell, 
should be placed firmly down on the powder. 

In loading my shells, I use no more care than In loading any 
black powder, and am now using the last can out of a 100 pound 
lot If there was anything bad or dangerous about tbe powdei 
It would be reasonable to suppose I would have discovered It. 
I have used It from the very first, and could I obtain It would use 
tbe old kind, which Mr. Dittmar has ceased to make, owing to Its 
being too strong. Sportsmen would not follow his directions, 
and as a result accidents were common. With the new powder 
It Is different; one can load as heavy as he pleases and tbe result 
will be the same as with black powder. If there are any who 
have not made a success of this powder, and who will mall me a 
few of their brass shells, I will take pleasure In loading and re¬ 
turning them; and If they do not make as good pattern and pen¬ 
etration as tbe best black powder, and that too with no smoke, no 
dirt, and little recoil, I will agree to “set ’em up.” Nanit.

Origin of tbe Studies on the Food of Birds. —We have 
heretofore noticed editorially the progrcaa of studies on the food 
of birds, at the State Laboratory. The origin of such studies In 
this state Is a matter of history. Some twenty years ago the 
Vrairie Farmer was making a considerable disturbance about 
the depredations of birds on the crops, through Its correspond¬ 
ents. This suggested to Dr. J. W. Velle the advisability of In¬ 
vestigating the whole matter. He referred It to his friend, Mr. 
Walcb, who likewise became Interested. Mr. A. M. Gow drew np 
a bill which was presented to tbe legislature In the session of 1866 
and 1867 by the Hon. Alfred Webster, state senator. The bill 
provided, In brief, that Dr. Velle should be the state ornitholo¬ 
gist and secure data pertaining to the affair. Two collections 
should be prepared, a general collection to be placed In tbe 
museum at Springfield and a limited one, containing only useful 
sod destructive birds for Champaign. The Investigations were 
to he recorded lu the state agricultural reports. Messrs. Web¬ 
ster, Walch and Gow labored hard to secure the passage of this 
bill, but it was defeated by the persistent opposition of one Mc¬ 
Connell, who was afterward murdered In hla own house (not by 
the Doctor of course.) Ur. Velle was to have a salary of $1,500. 
Had tbe atate then gone forward with the work It would now 
have the credit Id being the leader In a scientific movement 
which has received a large share of attention throughout the 
world. 

Prof. Forbes Is now making such efforts In tbe matter aa the 
limited appropriations will allow. Why a state should continue 
Dlggardly In scientific matters of such Import In this age of 
enllghtment, Is more than anything short of a politician can dis¬ 
cover.

WIM Boat Hunting In Germany. 

Naihtilla, Tilts. 
Editoh Chicago Ftild Some years ago, tl waa my good 
fortune, while ao]onrnlog to Welahadeo (Germany) to reeelTa an 
Invitation to Join to n wild boar hunt, on the eatataa of the then 
reigning Duke of Naaaan. The Duke, though ruling over a email 
territory, waa Immeoeely rich, bla landed ertato being vary ex 
tonalva. The one near the capital and famous aa a preaarva r‘ 
tstid boors, waa the arena of the following eketoh. 

Situated only a few mtlee from Ike city, end reached by 
magnISceet road passing through a lonely country, rendered ell 
the mote charming by the bet eligbt froeta, which bed already 
began lo change the luxuriant foliage Into Its myriads of Autumn 


Unto waa the grand old " Schloee,” the Interior of which le 
divided Into stately halls, reception rooms, and e boat of sleep¬ 
ing apartments, ell of which ere eeldom opened, except when 
visited by the curious, or need is a resting place for the Duke 
and bla guests, on each occasion* aa the pree e nt one. It le a 
place of much Interest to sportsmen, aa on every bend ere 
trophlee of the chase, stag’s antlers, boar’s beads, and inch other 
large game, aa had been killed on the estate during generations 
gone by; even the furniture show* signs of the havoc committed 
on the deolaena of the forest, chairs and tables made of horns, 
or Inlaid with boar’s tnaka, while every speclee of death dealing 
Implement, each ee guns, banting knlvee, end spears adorn the 
Welle. It waa to one of theae large halls that the Duke received 
bla guests aa they arrived at the appointed hoar. Never was ao 
little ceremony, and red tape displayed, aa by this noble per 
son age; he was truly a man of the world, speaking English, 
French and German, with equal facility, circulating among the 
assembly, talking of the spoil to anticipation, and showing at 
heart a true devotee to the manly pastime. A* among all 
Europeans, a fondness for display waa noticeable. The Duke wore 
e dark green frock coat with e email cepe covering the shoulders, 
white leather breeches, and long jack boots, the coat being lib¬ 
erally ornamented with gold buttons and lace; the native nobility 
end gentry aprd mdeb the seme style of drees, but out of defer¬ 
ence to their mentgn, leee rich to trimmings. The stranger part 
of the guests, wore a motley lot of costumes; the few Englishmen, 
of the party had their fox-hunting rip, while the etill smaller num¬ 
ber of Americana (went aa they pleased). In the court yard all 
waa activity; the stamping of the horaea’ feet, the howling, whin¬ 
ing sounds of the dogs, with an occasional winding of the curi¬ 
ously shaped hunting horn, peculiar to Germany, reminded me 
that It would not be long until the myatory of this novel 
sport would be unravelled. My curiosity led me to e window 
overlooking this scene. The dogs to the number of fifteen or 
twenty couples were held to IcniA restless and anxious for the 
start. Such dogs I had never before seen; they appeared to be 
cross of the blood hound and the wiry coated stag bound of 
Scotland, only showing more apparent ferocity than such a cross 
would likely produce; their keepers were a hardy looking set of 
fellows, dressed In green eulto of strong cloth with leather leg¬ 
gings and heavy hobnaiitd sAoaa; while deeply Interested to 
watching the preparation going on, I was summoned to the 
banqnetlng ball to partake Of a substantial luncheon and a horn 
of RudethHmer before mounting for the hnnt. In a few momenta 
came the signal from the born of the chief huntsman to naddle, 
and we were off. Besides being a great abundance of game, 
the woods were filled with “ beaten” to a a* ore a quick and lively 
chase. Not over three hundred yards from the ” Schloes,” In a 
dense forest, which, lo places, was nearly Impenetrable from a 
low thick undergrowth, the doga gave mouth, and by their sharp 
coutlnued barklng, I was certain they had struck a trail, and snch 
proved the case, for In leas than five minutes, such a snarling, 
gnashing of teeth, yelping of wounded dogs, and the wild 
grunting of a boar I never heard; most of the party were 
armed with sharp-pointed spears, six or seven feet long, with 
which the killing wss to be done, If the opportunity offered; but 
there was the “ Grand Duke," this was his hunt, he was the 
privileged on the occasion, and only what he would not ventnre 
to do, fell to the lot of his guests and attendants. As my busi¬ 
ness In Germany was not to take bodily risks In a boar hunt I was 
not punctilious as to the poet d’htmneur, nor was I ambitious to 
add a boar to my score of trophies Id the field, so I contented 
myself with keeping at a respectable distance, and, as the 
Frenchman would say auieter au combat. The fighting waa evi¬ 
dently becoming more and more desperate, lodging from the 
noise made; at last the doga had ao worried the boar that be was 
forced from bla Jungle, and then the true enjoyment of this 
exciting sport was upon me; the boar, an immense one, and 
Judging by his huge crooked tusks, an old fellow, was first to ap¬ 
pear, with bristles standing on end like a porcupine, grunting and 
snapping, bis eyes dilated and flashing with fury, soon to be fol¬ 
lowed by the dogs, who at once pounced upon him; It wss heart¬ 
rending to see those noble brutes fall bleeding and frothing at the 
mouth, at each charge the Infuriated beast would make at them, 
but there they were, and aa long as they could stand seemed 
eager to continue the fray. At this Juncture of the hunt the 
privileged party should have ridden up, put to a few thrusta of 
his lance and directed the attention of the boar,and engaged him In 
single combat; but the noble Duke knew a game worth two of 
that. The boar was too large and savage, and ao far had the 
advantage of the dogs; so one of leu value to aoelety. and a 
little more nerve, had to make the attack. The man to do this 
wss one of the Englishmen, After saluting the Dnke he charged 
the boar, but the point of the lance, striking with full force on 
the upper part of bla shoulder, broke to the middle, more In¬ 
furiating than hurting him; at this he tuned upon hlaantagonist 
andflnflictod a severe wound on the left tore-arm of the hone, 
which caused him to fall. Now “John Bull " wu Indeed in a 
tight place, bnt the brave and noble dogs again attacked the boar, 
and while fighting him moat desperately, two of the " Duke’s 
forreator* * rushed up, and with a simultaneous thrust of their 
lances Into the boar’s body brought to an end one of the most 
sanguinary and hard tonght struggle* which could take place 
between such combatants. Seven or eight doga were killed and 
as many wounded; the poor horse was badly cut, and no doubt 
unfitted for hunting purposes. 

This fight ended the day’s sport. It bad lasted fully an hour, 
and every one preeent waa satisfied. The carcase of the boar was 
carried to the “Schloes,’’where It was handed over to a tail 
dermlst to be preserved aa one of the moat ferocious of hla species 
met with In that demesne for yeare. Another draught of Rhine 
wine, and the parting salute to our noble boat ended the most 
exciting day’s sport which I can find on my record. Climax.

Catalogue of the American Fish Exhibit at Berlin. 

The Government prtuting-offlce has Just delivered to the U. 8. 
Commissioner of Fisheries, copies of the catalogue of the speci¬ 
mens and articles sent to the International Fishery Exhibition 
now being held at Berlin. In the word*, almost, of the Intro¬ 
ductory uote,* 

This catalogue embraces the articles brought together by the 
United States Flsb Commission for exhibition at the Interna¬ 
tional Fishery Exhibition (Intrruationale Ftsherri-Auutellung) 
which opened In Berlin on the 20th of April, 1880. The exhibit 
Is, for the most part, a portion of that of the National Museum 
of the United States maintained uuder the direction of the Smith¬ 
sonian Institution. 

The history of the preparation of this exhibit is given as fol- 

'°The idea of an International fishery exhibition to be held at 
Berlin under the auspices of the Denltcher FUcherel- renin, bad 
long been entertalued; and an Invitation to participate therein 
was extended more than a year ago by the German Government, 
to the United States as well as to other countries. No action 
on the subject was taken at the time by Congress; but on the 
16th of February, 1S80, a resolution Introduced in the House of 
Representatives by Mr. P. V. Deuster, of Wisconsin, and sup¬ 
ported by Mr. L. P. Morton, of New York, which became a law, 
authorised the participation In the exhibition on the part of the 
United States, and appropriated the sum of f-0,000 for the pur- 
pose. 

Preparations were Immediately begun to utilise the few weeks 
remaluiug before the opening of the exhibition. A general in¬ 
vitation was extended to all parties Interested, to contribute 
articles having any relationship to the fisheries and to Bsh-cul- 
ture, and the special assistance of a number of persons was In¬ 
voked. The work was carried on night and day, and a first ship¬ 
ment made on the 4th of March, followed by others on the 20th, 
on which day Mr. George Browu Goode, the deputy commis¬ 
sioner, with his staff, left for Berlin. 

With the help of a number of gentlemen It was possible, In 
the short time at command, to make what will probably be con¬ 
sidered a creditable display of apparatus, subjects, and products 
of the Ame>lean fisheries and fish-culture; this, however, would 
have been more complete in many respects had a longer time 
been allowed than the four weeks actually available. 

The principal deficiency in the collection will be found In the

No better or clearer idoa of the character and extent of the 
exhibit, nor In fewer words, could be conveyed than by the repro¬ 
duction of the “ table of contents ’’ with references to the pages. 
The number of species of fishes, as well as aquatic and other 
animals conuected with them is also given In the Inside column 
Full as the exhibit Is, however, there are some notable deficien¬ 
cies besides those specified. No shell fishes, for example but 
the oyster, are specified among the mollusks As to the animal 
exhibit, tb« mammals aud birds are chiefly represented by 
mounted skins, but the cetaceans by casts, models, and photo¬ 
graphs; the reptiles, amphibious (batrachlans), aud fishes, 
etc., principally by casts aud photographs. Under most of the 
headings specified below are numerous entries. As examples, 
we may specify “plain hooks,” under which there are eighty; 

jigs and drails,” under which there are fifty-three, and “ lines,” 
with fifty-five. The great variety of appliances for the capture 
of fishes aud the numerous uses to which they are put and forms 
In which they arc prepared will doubtless be new to many of our 
readers, aDd be a curious and suggestive study. The careful 
examination of the list will well repay the time spent on It.

are wanting, also, many forme of boats and vessels and numer¬ 
ous preparations of fish and marine products which could not be 
obtained within the time, and a still larger number which, from 
their somewhat perishable uature, could not be trusted to 
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Deep-Sea Angler- Fishes. 

Among tbe moot characteristic of the types peculiar to the 
greet depths of the ocean is the family of Ceratiids. This was 
first proposed in 1808 for the Ceratia. hotbullii, of which several 
specimens have been secured along the Greenland coast; and that 
species was the only one then accurately known, although 
another form (ffimantolophu* graiHandlcus) bad been previously 
indicated from tbe cephalic spine and other remains not preserved. 
The family has, within the last few years, been considerably 
enlarged, and three species, representing as many previously un¬ 
known genera, have been made known in 1878. The Ceratiids 
may be said to be non jndiculal* Pediculatet, deprived of ventral 
fins. For although they are true Pedlculatea in all the essential 
features of their organization, the actlnosts, or bones that directly 
support the pectorals, are not much more elongated than in 
many other fishes, and there Is no genlculatlon so characteristic 
of the other representatives of the order. The deep sea of 
Greenland, compelled by the storms, had thrown up almost all 
of the species heretofore known; but now there are certainly 
besides: (l) tbe JUelanocctu. found off Madeira; (2) a form' 
( Muncalia. uranoscoput) found at the depth of 2,400 fathoms, 
between the Canary and Cape Verde Islands; and (3) a new 
generic type (MCgeonichthy. appelU ) very much like a Greenland 
one, obtained at New Zealand. The open Atlantic and Indian 
oceans, as well as the Gulf of Mexico, are also known to have 

? elded other species, although they have not yet been determined. 

here are several noteworthy peculiarities to these fishes. The 
eyes are very small; the cephalic spine is dilated Into a bulblform 
expansion, and thla Is In most cases surmounted by, or gives rise 
to a number of tentacles; and,more than all, the bulb is grayish or 
whitish at its terminal portion. The unlvertal coincidence In 
the latter respect leads to the conjecture that the peculiarity is 
more than one of coloration, and It is quite possible, if not proba¬ 
ble, that tbe whitish portion is histologically modified and capa¬ 
ble of phosphorescence. The complicated terminal appendages 
of the cephalic spine ire evidently for the putpoee of attracting 
the prey of their possessors. It is well known that such Is the 
purpoee of homologous parts In tbe allied Lophl'.ds (anglers) and 
Antennerllde (toad-fishes) of the shallow seas, and the append¬ 
ages of the Ceratiids are still more elaborate and better adapted 
for tbe purpose. We can then well believe that their angling 
ability la still further enhanced by the capacity to attract the 
doomed prey by their delusive light from a distance. That their 
ability to Sourish In the struggle for existence, notwithstanding 
their clumsy shape, Is great, is manifested by their development 
under so many forme. 

There are indications that white the grown fitbea Inhabit tne 
great depths of tbe oceen, development may take place near the 
surface. Tbe very yoang of forme evidently nearly allied to tbe 
HitnanUAophlna of Greenland have been obtained lo surface 
water in tbe open Atlantic, aud it la quite probable that the 
ova deposited lu the depths may find their way upward like those 
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I>r the cod and mackerel, and be there hatched.— Gill In Annual 
Record of Science atul Industry, 1879. 

The 8alt-W*ter Trout. 

Chicago, III. 

Editor Chicago Fibld;— Although the Inquiries made Ly 
Native, Galveston, Texas, were fully and ably answered last week 
In column of “Answers to Correspondents,’’ I msy, I trust, be 
pardoned for contributing still further to the enlightenment of 
the Inquirer as to taking the sea-trout with artltlclal bait. 

During a five-weeks' sojourn on the west coast of Florida last 
Fall I had very fine sport ( rolling for this fish with both spoon 
and artificial minnow. I found It took the minnow more readily 
than the spoon hut rose readily to either. I was most success¬ 
ful In the passes, at the mouths of creeks and bayous In water 
four to ten feet deep. I used no lead, so that the troll of course 
played on or very near the surface all the time. 

I have been Informed by sportsmen who have fished In south¬ 
ern waters that this fish also rises readily to the fly, but not 
having tried It cannot speak on this point from personal knowl¬ 
edge. i 

If Native wishes further Information on this polot I would ad¬ 
vise him to correspond with Dr. Charles J. Kenworthy, of Jack¬ 
sonville, Fla., who Is one of the most skillful and successful 
anglers In the South, and who has probably made the largest 
score In sea-trout on record, having taken 380 pounds In less 
than half a day’s fishing. Coquina. 

Unit for Pollack. 

A long article, by Ful, on “ Pollack and how to catch them,” 
has appeared In the London Field, for April 17 (p. 475). “ It la 

said probably the best bait for pollack la the living sand eel, but 
that is not to be procured here [i. e. at Falmouth]. For general 
fishing I use a peculiar red India rubber eel on one line, and on 
the other a spinner, with the back of the hook dressed with pre¬ 
pared fish-skin, and a piece of the same skin on the point of the 
hook, for which Is substituted, when procurable, a snead or slice 
from the tall of a long nose or mackerel. For the small spring 
pollack there Is nothing better thau a small-sized spinner, with 
three or four soleekin or white flies on a single gut collar. After 
a long experience, and having tried everything dead and alive, I 
have settled down to these two baits, and I always flud I hold my 
own no matter against whom I am Ashing. The professionals, 
with their worms and live eels, arc Blmply nowhere. I have 
Ciught scores of pollack at anchor with these baits, and one fish 
last season swallowed both of them. When at anchor, a few 
fathoms of line should be hauled, now and then, and reeled out 
again." 

Black Bass Fbke in Running Wateks — Warehouse Point, 
Conn.— Editor Chicago Field: —I saw In the Chicago Field of 
April 24, Vol. xxlll., p. 173, given a close time for blJek bass 
(Connecticut). Knowing and appreciating your fondness for cor¬ 
rect lists, 1 would say that “ all restrictions against taklug black 
bass from any running waters” (and several ponds) were re¬ 
moved by legislature of 1879. “ Acts, page 388." We “ shad- 
eaters ” charge Mr. Bass with killing and eating myriads of the 
young shad as they drift the length of the river slowly to the sea, 
gorging so that they will not rise to the fly, etc., etc., and we , 
like shad best. Shad are scarce as yet this year In the Connec¬ 
ticut River, although New York Bay and the Hudson are full of 
them. A severe storm on April 29, destroyed all the “ pond 
nets ” at the mouth of the Connecticut aud we are expectlug to 
see one or two that took advantage of the “ open season ” to 
swim bye. A genuine “wall-eyed pike ’’ was caught In Ibe Con¬ 
necticut recently and described b, Dr. Wm. Wood (a well-kuown 
ornithologist and taxidermist), of East Windsor Hill. Another 
specimen was caught at Warehouse Point, which from descrip¬ 
tion I pronounced the same. (1 am familiar with them.) These 
specimens excite no little curiosity as to how they came here, 
the fish commissioners bavlug never tried to propagate them.

Queeb Catches, —Fal, In his article on Pollack Incidentally 
describes a ouple of singular catches. “ The most curious catch 
I ever heard of was made by my son last Autumn. This was a 
suu-flHh (J fola rotunda) weighing flfty-three pounds. It was 
Just like a round table set on edge, with a long fin on the upper 
and another on the lower side, a queer face like a guinea-pig, 
and no tall worth mentioning. It took a red eel. They arc not 
uncommon here, aud are sometimes gaffed when asleep on the 
top of the water; but this is the only Instance I ever heard of 
one taking a bilt. Have any of your readers met with a similar 
Instance! Curiously euougli, the next day he caught a bird—one 
of the guillemots, I think. It mide several dives after the bait, 
and was at last ca ight by the wing. It screamed Just like a 
child, and bit so viciously that he had great difficulty in unhook¬ 
ing It When at last he succeede t, he threw It Into the air, and, 
though perfectly unhurt, it. dropped on the water close to the 
boat, ducked Its head and washed Itself, took a drink of water, 
dived, and he saw It no more " 

The Bbitisu Exhibit at the Beklin Fishery Exhibition. 
—Mr. Frank Bueklaud, the British Commissioner of Fisheries, 
wishing that the “British flsberlea should not be entirely unrepre¬ 
sented at the International Fishery Exhibition at Berlin,” sent 
"six large cages.” The specimens are classified as follows; Casts 
of fishes, painted (in cases), ten entries.

American vs. English Sparrows. 

All naturalists, since the death of Dr. Brewer, seem to be 
down on the English sparrow, and contend that they drive away 
our native species, besides doing other and sundry mischief. 
The following observations of the correspondent of the Cleveland 
Morning Herald, published In the Issue of April 29, give some 
facts tending against the universality of the naturalists'conclu¬ 
sions, and we reproduce them without comment or criticism: 

,, „ Washington, April 26. 

Washington City presents In its wl(l'‘flpr>'ad parking a perfect 
paradise for the sparrow; perhaps no other American city Is as 
Inviting and as attractive. When, therefore, the sparrow war 
broke out, many of Its bloodiest battles were fougbt upon the 
ground here, and the gloomiest prophesies were Indulged as to 
the future. Our own sweet song birds were to be'binlshed by 
the discordant Intruders, and placed In perpetual exile, while we 
were to be eternally disgraced and tormented by the coarse an¬ 
tics and the harsh voices of the Intruders. When, therefore, the 
first days of warn\ spring-like weather opened last month, a pair 
of ornithologists, who had been discussing the subject pro and 
coo all Winter, agreed to make the Smithsonian Park a field of 
survey, and dally take notice of the arrival and behavior of our 
native song birds as they come face to face with the sparrows 
which have been on the ground all Winter. The Smithsonian 
Park Is a square of forty-seven acres, originally planned and laid 
out by the lamented Downing. The trees and shrubbery have 
become very large and make the grounds exceedingly attractive, 
not only to oursclvea but to the bird folks. The result up to 
date of a careful observation of tbe subject, gives tbe following 
In regard to tbe bearing of our own song birds as they came In 
upon tbe field: 

” The robins came In first, early In March, and large fiocka of 
them on their way North halted here for several days. Only a 
few have remained, and they are nesting here now. They are 
entirely silent, and not a note has been heard from them. They 
have apparently no fear or thought of the sparrow, as they hop 
over the grass In the morning, hunting for worms. Whether, 
however, there are so many robins In the park as formerly, prior 
to tbe sparrow era. Is a doubtful matter. But It Is a fact that 
not a single bluebird (Sialla Halts) has been noted here this 
Spring, when It used to he s common and an oarly visitor to tbe 
park, arriving at the same time with the robin, nesting and re¬ 
maining throughout tbe season. The little wren la on band aa 
usual; It defies the sparrow and rather enjoys Its company. The 
large and extensive family of American warblers (sylrtsolUae) 
art only represented by a single resident, the common Sommer 
warbler (eertftw). Tble llule Mrd does not seem to (offer any 
annoyance from the bends of the sparrows 

" Sot our own tong sparrows {melosptsa mslodia) end the UtUs 
chirping sparrow (seefeNs) have literally driveo tbe Kngltah .par 
row* right mod left before them In thtee grounds—the former 


{mslodia) always attacks tbe latter, and Invariably whips It. A 
single song sparrow has been observed to repeatedly attack and 
rout a dozen English sparrows, which were endeavoring to get 
away with a crust of bread. The song sparrow and the foreigner 
are almost exactly of the same size, but the pugnacity of the 
former seems to be far greater than that of the latter. The bat- 
tle above referred to between our song sparrow and Its English 
cousIds, was witnessed by several ornithologists, among whom 
was one who had always declared that the contrary was true. 
He rubbed hfs astonished eyes and made a note of It. 

“ The Eugllah sparrow takes to the trees and shrubbery for 
nest building, but the song sparrow seeks tbe grassy tussocks for 
that purpose. 8o that lu this respect they do not come Into con¬ 
flict at all; but if our bird did repair to the trees for nest-bulld- 
Ing, It is safe to eay that It would drive the Pyrgita from the 
field which It chose to occupy. As the case stands up to date, 
the American birds seem to wholly stand their ground here 
against tbe sparrow, with tbe exception of the blue bird. The cry 
of the robin Is not heard, however, and that of the song sparrow 
is fairly drowned by the Incessant chatter of Its foreign relative; 
but they fly and hop about here entirely unmolested, and free 
from duress in spite of the overwhelming majority of Imported 
kith and kin. H. W. E." • 

The Prairie Dog.

Editor Chicago Field:—I have noticed the articles In the 
Chicago Field In reference to “ Prairie Doga, Owls and Rattle¬ 
snakes ” being common occupants of the same residence, but as 
yet have Been no convincing argumenf to the contrary. 

As I had some two years’ acquaintance with tbe the "var¬ 
mints," I thought 1 would give my reasons for tbloktng that 
they do not occupy the same residence. In going through a 
“dog town” I have observed principally on tbe outskirts, 
abandoned holes, and that during the Summer months most of 
them were covered with a thick cob-wcb. 

Of a suDny day I would find rattlesnakes asleep at or near 
these holes, who, If disturbed, would retreat Into them If they 
had an opportunity (which they seldom got). 

At all these cob-webbed holes where 1 found snakes I also 
found a hole through the web on one side about two inches lu 
diameter and perfectly round, which makes me think that the 
snakes resided there. 

I never found a snake asleep at an occupied hole. The owls 
I have Been In both occupied and deserted "dog towns.”
